Creeds Fire/Rescue 



Part of the $297,326 savings 
from the almost-completed 
breathing apparatus re- 
placement project will be used 
to make up the shortfall 
resulting from higher than 
anticipated costs of the Creeds 
Fire/Rescue Station. 

The Creeds project will cost 
$1,964,899 based on the low 
construction bid of $1,563,386 
on the project, compared to 
$1,667,573 provided in the 



capital improvement program. 
To make up the shortfall, 
$100,000 was made available 
in the 1997-98 capital program, 
and the remaining $197,326 
will be taken from the 
breathing apparatus 
replacement balance. 

The project includes an 
11,000 square-foot station to 
replace the existing 4,261 
square-foot facility at Creeds 
now.

Beach OK's second 
choice, renaming Rt. 44 

Council unanimously 
approves change 
to Interstate 264

Virginia Beach will have more 
— much more — interstate 
highway located in the city if the 
renaming of Route 44 to 1-264 
goes through. 

City council unanimously 
approved the renaming of the 
road, which will make it part of 
the interstate system, succeeded 
by the National Highway System. 

Councilman Linwood Branch, 
while voting with council on the 
new designation, said that he 
preferred the designation of 1-64 
for the road which was rejected 
by the region. 

(The Hampton Roads Crossing 
Study suggested a number of 
alternatives to interstate 
numbering within HampU}n 
Ro^s U) make the system more 
user-friendly. 

The cities of Chesapeake and 
Virginia Beach endorsed the 
ccxicept which would have 1-664 



renumbered to become 1-64 and 
fore that route to run through 
Chesapeake to Route 44 and for 
Route 44 to be renamed 1-64 and 
1-64 in Norfolk from the 1-264 
interchange north to be 
renumbered. The recommenda- 
tion was rejected. 

City officials believe that 
having Route 44 designated as 
part of the interstate system 
would make the highway more 
identifiable and would assist 
economic development efforts 
since as many businesses want to 
be located next to an interstate 
highway. 

At present, Virginia Beach has 
only two miles of interstate 
within its borders which include 
Route 64 on the very western 
edge of the city. The city has 
only one interchange within the 
interstate system-at Indian River 
Road and 1-64. 

The resolution adopted by 
council Tuesday requests the 
Secretary of Transportation for 
the Commonwealth to designate 
Route 44 as part of the interstate 
system and to be desipated as I- 
2lM.

Early in the century, children

schools that were often located 
next to churches, but the county 
lacked a high school for African- 
Americans until Union 
Kempsville opened in 1938, 
Hendrix said. 

"Before the 1930s, African- 
American students who wanted to 
attend high school had to go to 
Norfolk," she added. 

The school, which was finally 
built near Union Baptist Church, 
was the result of a long struggle 
that extended back to 1925, 
Hendrix said. 

"In 1925, a group of concerned 
parents decided that they wanted 
a high school for black kids," she 
said. "They raised the money

I fed the 
red-headed baby carefully, changed 
her diaper even more carefully and 
rocked her with nurturing love. 

It was through Laura's modicr that 
1 met Andrew, ancMher child I fre- 
quently watched. Andrew.aside from 
being a boy, was quite different from 
Laura. 

For starters, he was breastfed, 
which led to a wry trying situaion 
when his mother went out for the 
evening — without leaving a bottle 
behind. Ten minutes after his mom 
and dad were out the door, a very 
hungry AiKlrew awoke. 



He cried, cried and cried some 
more. I was helpless as to what to do, 
since I could most definitely not pro- 
vide what he was used to. 

For four hours the baby cried until 
mom and dad came home again — 
and mom gave him nourishment. For 
four hours I rocked him, cooed to 
him, even pleaded for him to stop 
crying. 

These days I don't baby-sit any- 
more, but I do teach Sunday school.

1 shared my fears, thoughts and 
concmis. I know that sometimes in 
this column I make my sweetie out to 
be, well, nonchalant, but this time he 
wasn't. Instead, he took my hand aid 
explained to me that children are the 
greatest joy in life — that one 's whole 
life changes with the addition of a 
tiny, helpless baby. 

But it's not a bad change, he con- 
tinue, rather a change fat the better. 
You live your life for your children, 
not yourself. One's offspring, he rea- 
son^, bring more hairiness than 
anything. 

The question of when remains un- 
answered, but at least we've deter- 
mined that two, perhaps three chil- 
dren would be b^t.

Some of my favorite summer 
memories are associated with soft- 
ball and watermelon, and I'm not 
willing to give either up without a 
struggle.

It's true that I'm not as fast as I 
once was. And it's also true — I don't 
deny it for a second — that I can't 
cover as much ground as I used to 
cover in right field. But my bat still 
has some "pop" in it 

I can still play — at least I think 
that I can. That's why I'm so reluc- 
tant to give up the game. But I may 
never again get the opportunity. 

The problem arises from adhering 
to my own personal code of ethics 
regarding softball — perhaps it's sim- 
ply pride. I regard it as improper to 
offer my services as a right fielder- 
slugger witiiout an invitation first 
being extended. If a bid for my 
services is proffered, I almost feel a 
duty to accept the offer. 

Several months ago, my niece, 
Maria, informed me that the com- 
pany that she was working for was 
sponsoring a softball team and asked, 
loiowing my enthusiasm for the ^me, 
if I would play for her company spon- 
sored team. She even asked me what 
uniform number that I would like. 

That's where I went wrong. 1 said, 
"I'd like number 49." 
"Why?" she asked. 
"Because that's how old I am," I 
explained. 



"Oh!" she replied. 

Two weeks went by. I heard noth- 
ing. No news of pactice. Nothing 
for three weeks. When I did hear 
from her, she explained that so many 
company employees wanted to play 
for the team that there were no open- 
ings for "outsiders." 

I'm afraid that Maria was just be- 
ing kind. 

The truth, I believe, is that a right 
fielder of nine and 40 years is not a 
highly-sought commodity. Is being 
nearly half a century old, reason (in 
and of itselO enough to withdraw a 
bona fide offer? I think not. 

Yet some folks might think differ- 
entiy. Admittedly, they could be 
right. 

My Uncle Sev, a tough, wiry man, 
played softball well into his 70s. At 
family picnics and reunions, I re- 
member him playing third base with

a cigar stub clenched in his teeth. 
Friends who knew him since child- 
hood called him "Joe Brown" be- 
cause he idolized a hometown minor 
league baseball player by that name. 

I have some fond memories of my 
uncle and those picnics. I loved play- 
ing softball with my dad, uncles and 
cousins. About the only thing that 
could induce me to leave the ballfield 
was a slice of ice cold watermelon. 

As a youth, I played organized ball 
for a number of summers. But I 
actually derived the greatest joy from 
playing pick-up games on the dusty 
diamonds in the school yards. 

Not far from home, there was a 
makeshift diamond and crude back- 
stop carved out of a wheat field. "Field 
of Dreams" reminded of the home- 



made ball paik in that wheat field. 
That was our field of dreams — we 
were all aU-stars in the wheat. 

My brother's friend Larry, earned 
the nickname "Mazeroski" fa his 
enthusiastic, if not exemplary, play at 
second base. 

Although Larry may not have been 
as skilled as Pittsburgh second 
baseman Bill Mazeroski, his dedica- 
tion to the game wasbeyondreproach. 
Larry dazzled us with his tenacity. 

We still call lym "Mazeroski" to- 
day. 

For several summers, I played right 
field for our church's youth softball 
team. To this day, I'll never forget 
how the dusty red clay of the infield 
would penetrate both pairs of my 
athletic socks. 

It was impossible to wash the stain 
from tiie clay from the socks. Most 
ball fields of tiiat "era" seemed to 
have had that red clay infield. 

For one game, I played left field 
and ciught three flies to retire the 
side duiing one half inning. In right 
field, I hadn't caught three flies all 
season. I considered myself to be in 
contentioa fw a golden glove award 
as a result of that single inning. 

It never happened though. 

In college, I pitched and played 
right field for my fraternity's (Sigma 
Nu)intermural softball team. I wore 
die number 39 because it was my 
initiate number — notmyage. While 
the pitching was competent at best, 
the camaraderie was great. 

In Pensacola, Fla. , I was the catcher 
fortheNavy 's Aviation Schools Com- 
mand softball team. I would have 
preferred to have played right field, 
but 1 was the "new kid on the block" 
and wanted U) play softball.

Our youth face complex and diffi- 
cult decisions in today's society. 
Young people often look to their peers 
as the main source of information 
about the important issues of adoles- 
cence. Widiout accurate facts, they 
may pass on misinformation. 

The Peer Mentoring Program pro- 
vides prevention education end train - 
ing on a wide range of topics, includ- 
ing decision making, safe dating and 
healthy relationships, conflict reso- 
lution, consequences of sexual activ- 
ity and family violence. With adult 
involvement, the mentors provide 
accurate information to their peers, 
referring them to community re- 
sources for additional assistance when 
needed. 

The mentors are identified in their 
schools by wearing their name-tags 
and Peer Mentor T-shirts. Theirgroup 
picture, part of each school's annual 
yearbook, has enhanced their popu- 
larity. 

These young people ha^e taken on 
numerous civic projects which has 
also promoted their recognition by 
the teens in the two schools. 

Teens often contact the Peer Men- 
tors spontaneously throughout the 
school day, or request information in 
more social settings out in the com- 
munity. Teachers and staff can also 
put teens in touch with a mentor when 
help is needed. 

Successful teen health promotion 
and prevention programs must go 



beyond what can be offered by any 
one agency. Training by specialists 
from 11 local organizations is the 
cornerstone of this unique prognan. 
Public health nurses with die Vir- 
ginia Beach Department of Public 
Health assist with coordination of the 
28 hours of training which the teens 
receive over one semester. 

Teens volunteer to participate in 
the program, which helps them to 
choose behaviors that reduce their 
own health risks and prepares them 
to be role models for their peers. To 
date, 41 high school snd 27 middle 
school students have become peer 
mentors. 

The overall program. Building a 
Better Bayside, received the Excel- 
lence in Ptevention Award from the 
U. S. Department of Justice in 1996. 

This award honors programs that 
best exemplify the "Communities that 
Care" delinquency prevention model. 
Virginia Beach City Public Schools 
also recognized the developers of this 
program with the School Board's 
Commendation of Distinction. 

It is always important when Vir- 
ginia Beach is seen as a community 
that works together to help our youth 
and strengthen our families. 

It has been my pleasure to attend 
three recognition ceremonies for the 
teens who have completed training. I 
have talked with parents of these 
young people and have heard success 
stories about better communication 
at home. 

The Peer Mentors have also be- 
come more involved with our com- 
munity and have shown good citizen- 
ship. I look forward to the future 
success of these young people and 
others who will follow dieir foot- 
steps.

Lori 'Wasfdngton: 'Stopping traffic '

Most don't know her name, but Lori 
Washington is a familiar face to the 
hundreds of school children who depend on 
her to cross busy streets during rush hour. 

With a bright red stop sign in her orange- 
gloved hands, cars know to stop when the 
friendly school crossing guard blows a shrill 
whistle. 

Then it's an urgent "OK, let's go" as she 
herds students across busy South Plaza Trail 
and Princess Anne Road. 

In her third year as a Virginia Beach 
school crossing guard, Washington says she 
made many good friends — even though 
they're still just acquaintances — serving 
Windsor Woods Elementary and Larkspur 
Middle schools. 

She's on the job weekdays from 7:40 to 
8:10 a.m. and 2:45 to 3:10 p.m. helping 
youth cross to Larkspur at busUing Princess 
Anne Road. Washington hustles it to the 
intersection of Presidential and South Plaza 
from 8:30 to 9:05 a.m. and 3:30 to 4:05 a.m. 
for the younger crowd. 

"I tell you what. It can get really hectic 
here," she observed between toots of her 
whistle. 

Safety is Washington's primary concern. 

"People who travel the road every day 
respect me because of the kids. They'll help 
me out. If I'm in the street and someone just 
doesn't want to stop, others will blow their 
horns. I don't get upset at the people who 
aren't paying attention. It's the ones who 
just don't want to stop," she said. 

Larkspur's location proves especially 
dangerous. Washington has almost been 
nicked by careless motorists who disregard 
the stop sign she flashes. 

"Even though it's a 25 miles per hour 
zone, they fly by at 45 miles per hour-plus," 
she lamented. "Once I was standing in the 
middle of Princess Anne Road and someone 
almost ran over me. By instinct I moved. I 
tried to get a good look at the car, but it 
was so fast," she lamented. 

She must be wary of inattendve drivers. 

"I know my job is dangerous," 
Washington said, "but I try to push it to the 
back of my mind. One day this young girl 
was stopped while the kids were in mid- 
crossing and she just took off. I placed my 
body in front of the kids. And at Larkspur 
there's this sign Uiat says 'No left turn in the 
mornings.' But people just don't get it. 
They're going to do it anyway," Washington 
lamented. 

But Uien Uiere are the perks. Namely, the 
children. 

"I do it for the kids. If it weren't for people 
who are stubborn and impatient, this job 
would be perfect. I've even got people who 
sit and curse at me because they can't wait 
two of three minutes to let school buses 
out." 

On the other hand, though, diere are the 
residents who regularly drive by Washington 
in rain, snow and wind who take pity on the 
school crossing guard. In pardcularly cold 
weather, some bring'^her coffee or hot 
chocolate. Many wave, yet they don't even 
know her name. 

A native of Portsmouth who attended 
Woodrow Wilson and Manor high schools, 
Washington was particularly touched by the 
story of a young S.H. Clarke Academy 
student killed while crossing the street. The 
school had no crossing guard. 

"I know how much they need one there," 
she said sadly, bringing home die realities 
and importance of her job. 

But Washington tries not to dwell on 
negatives. She enjoys the camaraderie with 
other guards, noting that they receive no 
formal training and must "adopt" new 
crossing guards. They do not have police 
powers. 

"Not even the power to throw my stop 
sign at bad cars who won't stop," she 
laughed. "We can't dent the cars!"

Relay for Life 
shatters goal 
of $450,000

One could feel the emotion 
while walking through the tent 
city at Little Creek Amphibious 
Base last weekend during the 
Southside Hampton Roads Metro 
Relay for Life. 

Participants from Virginia 
Beach, Chesapeake, Norfolk and 
Portsmouth shattered the goal of 
$450,000 on Friday night, making 
it once more the largest relay 
fund-raiser for cancer research in 
the country. 

"We're doing this mainly for 
two reasons," explained Vicki 
Mayfield, volunteer vice chair for 
the event. 

"One, to show that cancer can 
and will be beaten. In November, 
for the first time, the survival rate 
went down. That means more 
people are surviving cancer than 
have died. That's what part of this 
event is about, is celebrating 
that. 

"Secondly, we're here to raise 
funds so we can fund some of the 
early research that might lead to 
a cilre." 

The American Cancer Society 
has been assisting scientists for 
50 years. As a result, they have 
had 28 Nobel Prize winners. It 
currently funds one in 10 young 
research applicants. 

"That still leaves nine that 
aren't being funded, and one of 
those nine could very well have 
the research that could be the 
cure, the breakthrough that could 
hold the answer for us," said 
Mayfield. 

The first lap featured more than 
600 cancer survivors. 

Donning special sashes, they 
walked around the athletic field 
track, kicking off the event. 

"We had more cancer survivors 
in the survivor lap this year," 
Mayfield noted. 

Anyone who has been 
diagnosed with cancer and has 
survived was welcome to 
participate, whether they were 
with a relay team or noL

Council OK's six-lane Kempsvllle Rd.

Virginia Beach City Council, 
which had previously approved a 
four-lane divided highway for 
Kempsville Road with a six-lane 
right-of-way, Tuesday endorsed a 
six-lane divided highway and 
soundwalls matching 
Chesapeake's portion of the road. 

The modifications will increase 
the total city share by $16,400. 

The total road project consists 
of 4.67 miles between the 
Kempsville Road/Centervillc 



Turnpike intersection and the 
Battlefield Boulevard/Great 
Bridge Boulevard intersection. 

A distance of 1.12 miles is 
within' . the City of Virginia 
Beach, from the Kempsville 
Road/Centerville turnpike 
intersection to the city line. 

The Chesapeake segment is a 
six-lane divided highway, 
approved on March 27. 

The current construction cost of 
the Virginia Beach portion is 
about $4.8 million. Increasing the 
project to include six lanes would

cost an additional $300,000. of 
which two percent or $6,000 is 
the city share. VDOT estimates 
the additional two lanes as a 
separate project later would cost 
approximately $600,000 to 
$900,000. 

Construction of the project is 
expected to take place &x)m 
January 1999 to January 200L 

Soundwalls which may be 
required along the east side of 
Kempsville Road (they are also 
expected to be required on the 
Chesapeake side) will cost 
approximately $520,000 of which 
two percent or $10,400 will be 
the Virginia Beach share. 

The total cost of land 
acquisition-no total takes of 
property are involved-will cost 
approximately $948,000 of which 
the Virginia Beach will be 
$19,000.

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3rd Virginia turns tiistoric grounds to battiefieid 



Lynnhaven House 
site of Civil War 
re-enactments

The stately Lynnhaven House 
stood its ground through the 
French . and Indian War, the 
American Revolution and the 
War of 1812. 

By the time the Civil War 
exploded into open combat, the 
venerable old house was more 
than 135 years old. 

Standing in the doorway of the 
Lynnhaven House on March 9, 
1862, you would very likely have 
been able to hear the cannons of 
the CSS Virginia and USS 
Monitor exchanging shots. 

You might even have been able 
to hear the cannonballs slamming 
into the iron plates of the 
Virginia and bouncing off the 
turret of the Monitor in Hampton 
Roads. 

The night before that historic 
battle between the ironclads, you 
would have been able to see the 
flames from the 50-gun USS 
Congress, which had run aground 
fleeing the CSS Virginia and was 
set afire by Confederate troops. 

Destroyed by her crew in order 
to keep her from falling into 
Yankee hands, the Virginia is but 
a memory. What wasn't salvaged 
lies in the mud off Craney Island 
worm-eaten and rusted beyond 
redemption. 

So, too, is the USS Monitor, 
which rests upside down in a 
watery grave not far off Cape 
Hatteras — corroded and about to 
colls^se under her own weight. 

But the Lynnhaven House and 
the 3rd Virginia Regiment of 
Volunteer Infantry have both 
survived the Civil War. 

The historic house is still 

standing on the spot on which it 
was built in 1725, and the 3rd 
Regiment Virginia Volunteer 
Infantry has also survived in the 
minds and hearts of the dedicated 
living history interpreters who 
make up the organization. 

Unit historian Mike 
Hendericks, who depicts Capt. 
James Whitehead (Portsmouth 
National Grays, Company H, 3rd 
Virginia), explained that this 
historic regiment was initially 
"raised by order of Virginia 
Governor Wise in 1856." 

According to Hendericks, "The 
regiment originally consisted of 
seven companies from Norfolk 
County and the City of 
Portsmouth." 

Although men from old 
Princess Anne County were part 
of the militia unit, none of the 
companies were made up 
exclusively of men from Princess 
Anne County. 

"The regiment was very well 
known throughout the stale for 
being a very well organized, 
disciplined and drilled," added 
Hendericks. 

"When the war came about and 
Virginia seceded," he explained, 
"the regiment was expanded from 



seven companies to ten. They 
were companies that came in 
from other counties — from 
Southampton, Nansemond, Isle of 
Wight and Surry counties." 

Each company at full strength 
consisted of 100 men — a 
captain, three lieutenants, five 
sergeants, eight corporals, and 83 
privates. Ten companies made up 
a regiment of approximately 
1,000 men. 

During the summer of '61, 
several companies of the 3rd 
Virginia stationed near 
Smilhfield built Fort Boykins, an 
earthen fort along the river. 

"Later in the fall of '61, the 
regiment was concentrated at 
Fort Boykins, and they were 
under the command of Roger A. 
Pryor," Hendericks noted. 

The 3rd Virginia par- 
ticipated in a number of notable 
battles. Among them: 
Williamsburg, Seven Pines,

Richmond, Second Manassas, 
Sharpsburg, Fredericksburg, 
Suffolk Campaign, Gettysburg, 
New Bern, Little Washington, 
North Anna, Cold Harbor, 
Petersburg, Five Forks, Cedar 
Creek and FarmvUle. 

For the 3rd Virginia, their most 
glorious hour — in Henderick's 
opinion — came at Second 
Manassas when they captured a 
"whole section" of the 1st Maine 
Light Artillery. 

"That was a big deal when you 
captured enemy artillery, and 
they paraded them around before 
they turned them into ordnance," 
Hendericks laughed. 

"At Gettysburg, they did their 
duty and breached the Union 
line, but no reinforcements came 
up to beef them up and help push 
forward," observed Hendericks. 
"Pickett's division was never the 
same after that. Their best and 
bravest were killed there," he 
lamented. 

"When the time came to march 
in and stack arms and surrender, 
the 3rd surrendered with 56 men 
and three officers left," 
Hendericks pointed out. 

Mike Rippl, who portrays 1st 
Corporal John Hollandsworth of 
Petersburg, was on hand last 
weekend to give some insight 
into the life of the Confederate 
soldier. 




"In the militia companies, 
officers were elected — bom 
captain right on down," explained 
Rippl. "If they (the members of 
the company) didn't like the 
man, they voted him out of office 
until they got an officer who was 
nice and treated them the way 
they wanted to be treated," he 
continued. "It was very 
democratic," Rippl added. 

"Going into the war, a lot of 
those officers were gotten rid of 
and replaced by men who could 
actually do the job," Rippl noted. 

According to Rippl there were 
"two distinct camp" lives: life in 
a garrison camp and life while on . 
campaign. 

"Garrison life is good," he said. 
"We have all the comforts of 
home right here. We're near a 
major city-Norfolk. Everything we 
want is at our fingertips," Rippl 
observed. 

"We won't go hungry. The local 
people will feed us and take care 
of us," Rippl continues. "Some 
relief society will come in and 
the women will bake bread and 
provide clothing," he adds. 

"But the minute you start 
moving — going off 
campaigning," Rippl warns, 
"that's all gone for the 
Confaieratc army." 

Canvas tents and steel cookery 
were left behind. Soldiers must 
carry all they own — even their 
food rations — on their backs 
while on campaign. 

"On campaign, you sleep in the 
open. You throw your groundcloth 
down. You throw your blanket 
down too — if you have two 
blankets — good. And that's it- 
winter, spring, summer or fall." 

Three days' rations included 
eight ounces of meat per man per 
day, an onion, potatoes, some 
kind of greens, flour, parched 
com and rice. 

The meat was predominately a 
fatback or salt pork. 

"You read of many instances, 
after the war, in which men could 
not stand the taste of salt 
because all they ate for four 
years was salted meat and salted 
this and that," said Rippl. 

"Coffee was rare. They 
(Confederates) had supplies , but 
it was not as prevalent as you 
might think," Rippl 
acknowledged. "Men used lo 
roast acoms and make coffee out 
of that," he mentioned. 

"It was so bitter — I've tried it 
and I just can't handle it," Rippl 
admitted. 

Hard tack and horse meat were 
staples of the Union Army. Rippl 
claimed that at times 
Confederate troops ate 
considerably better than their 
Union counterparts. 

Al Craven, a retired Navy 
chaplain, was present as 
Chaplain John Ward of Mill 
Swamp Baptist Church who 
served the men of the 3rd 
Virginia fitm 1862-1864. 

Craven said of Chaplain Ward, 
"He was an outstanding chaplain 
— a well-educated and cultured 
man." 

Ward was educated at 
Georgetown College in Kentucky. 

Richard and Terrie Grealhouse 
were also on hand to share their 
expertise and experiences with 
Lynnhaven House Civil War 
encampment visitors. 

Greathouse, who portrays Pvt. 
Edward Paul White of the 3rd 
Virginia, H Company, credits his 
wife, Terrie, with getting him 
involved in living history 
encampments. His first encounter 
with the 3rd Virginia was at 
Norfolk's Town Point Park. Two 
weeks after that he visited the 
3rd Virginia encampment at 
Lynnhaven House. 

"Within thirty minutes, I had a 
gingham checked shirt on, a pair 
of sky blue pants, a slouch hat, a 
haversack slung over my shoulder

with rounds and caps, and a 
musket in my hand," Greathouse 
recalled. 

"And I wound up on the front 
page of the Beacon the next 
week," he boasted. "Shortly 
thereafter, I joined the 3rd 
Virginia and have been 
participating ever since," 
concluded Greathouse. 

Greathouse's wife, Terrie, 
contended that their common 
interest in history was responsible 
for their involvement in the 3rd 
Virginia. She said, "I think it was 
kind of a mutual thing. We both 
enjoy this time period." 

Terrie has always been 
enchanted with the Civil War 
era. She believes she was bora 
two hundred years too late. 

"It's not so much the war 
itself," she explained, "it's the 
pillared homes and the fancy 
Southern belle dresses. I've just 
always been fascinated with it." 

She added, "Every chance we 
get, we tour plantation homes. It's 
just an interest that we have. And 
it's fun to step back in time. 
When we come through these 
gates or anywhere else we dress 
up to go to, it's not 1990 anymore 
— at least for a little while. 

The majority of encampment 
visitors, the Greathouses felt, 
were most surprised — not with 
what the people of that era did — 
rather with what they did without. 

"They take for granted what we 
do without," Richard Greathouse 
emphasized. 

The idea of doing laundry in 
wash tubs, with washboards, and 
homemade lye soap, according to 
Terrie, is something foreign to 
young people of today. As living 
history interpreters, their 
objectives are to "teach and 
show" and to "fill in the gaps"

On the other side of the bridge 
was Fuhrman; small in size, but 
gigantic on impressions she made 
on the crowd.

that even Julia Childs can dance 



while cooking. Furhman has an 
unique gift for combining dead- 
pan humor with awesome 
movement.

Oceanfront gears up for 42nd 
Boardwalk Art Show, Festival 



Nationally-renowned in- 
stallation sculptors, 380 fine 
artists and craftsmen and world- 
class contemporary performing 
artists will convene at the 
Virginia Beach oceanfront for the 
42nd Annual Boardwalk Art 
Show and Festival June 9-15. 

Consistently rated one of the 
top outdoor art shows by national 
travel and arts organizations and 
Sunshine Artist magazine, the 
annual event draws 350,000 art 
lovers and visitors from the Mid- 
Atlantic region. 

The cornerstone of the long- 
running festival, the Boardwalk 
Art Show, June 12-15, will 
feature painting, sculpture, 
ceramics, photography, jewelry 
and fine crafts along a 14-block 
stretch of the newly-renovated 
Virginia Beach Boardwalk. 

Participating artists from all 
over the United Stales have been 
selected by committee of arts 
professionals and will compete 
for $30,000 worth of prizes. 

The event is open from 10 a.m.- 
^6 p.m. daily from 17th to 31st 
stfeeis on the oceanfront. 

For the Hrst time in the 
42-year history of the show, three 
major works of art and two visitor 
gateways will be commissioned 
by the Contemporary Art Center 
of Virginia in conjunction with 
the week-long Boardwalk Art 
Show and Festival. 

"Monuments at the Water's 
Edge," will consist of three-site- 
specific installation sculptures 
created and displayed directly on 
the beach by artists Steven 
Bickley, Raymond Saa Stein and 
John Ruppen. 

The artists will incorporate the 
natural elements of the beach — 
such as sand, water, wind and 
tides — into unique works of art 
created specifically for the 
festival. The public can observe 
the process, which will begin 
June 9. 

On June 10 at 6:30 p.m. the 
center will sponsor an informal 
"Beach Talk" with the artists. 
Visitors are encouraged to bring a 
picnic dinner and a blanket and 
to talk with artists about their 
worics. 

"It should be fascinating for the 
general public to watch the 
creative process unfold, to talk to 
the artists while they are working 
and to view the finished 
products," said Dr. Barbara 
Bloemink, executive dir'ictor of 
the Contemporary Art Center of 
Virginia. 

Sculptor Bickley will use sand 
and sod to recreate replicas of 
Native American earth mounds, 
reclaiming both the far-distant 
and recent history of our 
environment. 

Ruppert's mammoth sculptures 
of beach balls will be made of 
chain-link fencing, suggesting the 
vital dialogue between the 
organic and industrial elemenu 
of our culture. Stein will create 
an installation piece using open- 



water buoys of his own design. 

"Gateway Arches," designed 
by students of the Governor's 
Magnet School for the Arts, will 
be installed at each end of the 
Boardwalk Art Show and Festival 
at 17th and 30th streets. 
"Monuments at the Water's 
Edge," and "Gateway Arches" 
are sponsored in part by The 
Virginian-Pilot and Hercules 
Fencing. 

A series of concerts 
complement the art show, adding 
to the cultural diversity and 
richness of the festival week. 
Performers include:

The festival will open June 11 
at the Contemporary Art Center 
of Virginia with a presentation by 
Real Live Poets. The 
"performance poetry" ensemble 
got its start in the Nuyorican 
Poet's Cafe, a nightspot on New 
York City's Lower East Side, 



where a culturally-diverse group 
of poets came together to trade 
poems, originating the 
competitive poetry "SLAM." 

Tickets for Real Live Poets are 
$8. available in advance at the 
Contemporary Art Center, 2200 
Parks Ave. Performances are free 
and will take place at the 24th 
Street stage at the oceanfront.

Reunion spurs memories

and bought four acres for the 
school in 1926. Then, they went 
to the school board and asked for 
money to help build the school. 
The school board said We" II 
think about it.'" 

Undaunted, the parents 
continued to hold fund-raisers, 
including "sock hops, selling 
pies, anything that would raise 
money" to help defray 
construction costs. 

School board members 
continued to brush off requests for 
funds until the mid 1930s, when 
the community finally received 
federal funding to help defray the 
costs. 

Thaddeus C. Smith Sr. served 
as the first principal, and by the 
time the building was finished in 
1938 one class had already 
graduated from Princess Anne 
Training School. 

"It's very interesting that the 
first class never actually entered 
the building," Hendrix said. 
"They'd started in 1934 at the 
Union Kempsville School (a 
small formerly all-elementary 
school located at the Witchduck 
Road site.)" 

The secondary school was, in 
its infancy, called Princess Anne 
Training .School because its 
primary purpose "was to teach 
the black students a trade," 
Hendrix said. 

The following years brought 
about a lot of changes as World 
War II marked the beginning of 
the county's growth spurt and the 
beginning of the end of 
segregation. 

Neighborhood schools were 
consolidated into larger, more 
modern buildings, and many of 



the all-white schools which had 
formerly housed all 12 grades 
were converted to elementary 
schools when secondary students 
began attending Princess Anne 
High School in the 1950s. 

But changes came more slowly 
for African-American students, 
said Hendrix, whose older sister 
started school in a one-room 
schoolhouse. 

"Finally in 1946 these parents 
went to the school board and 
demanded better facilities, 
because at a time when white 
students were attending modem 
schoolsi the African-American 
students were still in one-room 
schools with no running water, 
drinking from gourds." 

Elementary students still 
attended Union Kempsville when 
Hendrix began school there, but 
she was ttansferred to Williams 
School later as more black 
elementary schools opened. She 
returned to Union Kempsville as 
a high school student, just in 
time to become one of its last 
graduates. 

Desegregation evolved slowly 
under the school's freedom of 
choice plan, and when Union 
Kempsville closed it marked the 
end of an era that started soon 
after the Civil War ended, 
Hendrix said. 

"I think a lot of children didn't 
want to leave Union 
Kempsville." she added. 

"The teachers cared about us, 
and the students respected the 
teachers. I have excellent 
memories of that school." 

Hendrix particularly remembers 
that former city councilman John 
Perry, who taught science at 
Union Kempsville, personified 
the school's caring atmosphere. 



"He took the time to teach us a 
little about black history in 
science class," she said. He took 
a particular interest in the 
college-bound students and took 
them on trips to visit colleges. 

"It was a pretty warm 
environment," agreed Richard 
Beary, who graduated from the 
school in 1965. Beary had a one- 
hour bus ride to school from his 
Back Bay home, but he 
remembers that the school was 
still the center of the African- 
American community. 

"Everybody turned out for the 
basketball games," he said. 
"There was a lot of school spirit 
and I knew most of the kids there 
by the time I graduated. I still 
run across some of them every 
now and then." 

Beary added that he hopes to 
attend the reunion, and Hendrix 
said that she's gotten a lot of 
inquiries about it from former 
students, some of whom now live 
out of town. 

She'll display her photojoumal 
exhibit on local African 
American education during the 
segregation era of 1868 to 1969, 
and she's hoping that some 
former students have pictures or 
artifacts of their school days 
they'll be willing to lend. She'll 
also circulate a petition asking 
for historical status for the school. 

The reunion will begin with an 
optional black-tie dance at 6:30 
p.m. Saturday, June 14 at the 
school at 233 Nordi Witchduck 
Road. It will continue Sunday, 
June 15 with a picnic at Princess 
Anne Park from noon to 5 pjn. 
Those who want to donate or loan 
memorabilia can contact the 
African-American Cultural 
Council, 460-3093.

Time is right for regional 
package, consultant says

A consultant hired by the Hampton 
Roads Partnership to put the region 
on track toward an economic devel- 
opment package told city councils in 
Virginia Beach and Chesapeake that 
the right time — and that tire region 
has the economic capacity for suc- 
cess.

Harrow's commission is to put to- 
gether in a year a MAPS (Metropoli- 
tan Area Projects) that would be 
funded regionally. Barry DuVal, 
president of Hampton Roads Part- 
nership, inu-oduced Harrow as a 
graduate of the Harvard Law School , 
a consultant with the National Foot- 
ball League, and based in Miami. He

will address the U.S. Confo-ence of 
Mayors in San Francisco next week. 
Of his proposals in 1 1 regions, 10 
passed the test of referenda.

Everyone involved apparently 
likes the concept — a five-star 
resort catering to environ- 
mentalists, ecotourism and 
vacationers who want something 
removed from the hectic pace of 
the resort district.

The 100-high rent suites 
proposed for the False Cape 
Lodge project on the B-4 (high 
density business) zoned property 
at the south end of Sandbridge 
sound good to the property owner 
Doug Wilkins. It also sounds 
good to Sandbridge residents, the 
Bay Federal Wildlife Refuge, the 
False Cape State Park, the 
Friends of Back Bay or SAVE 
(Society for the Advancement of 
the Virginia Environment). 

At least better than the low- 
scale businesses that could be 
there. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said it was a "beautiful project so 



long as there's not a pienny of 
city money (involved)." She isn't 
the only one who feels that way, 
added councilwoman Nancy 
Parker.

A mild winter and early 
spring followed by two months 
of unseasonably cool, windy 
weather has thrown everydiing 
into a tailspin, and no one 
knows what the long-te^ 
effects will be or what will 
happen next. Still, everyone 
agrees that a little more sun 
and rain and a little less wind 
wouldn't hurt. 

"We need warm days and 
warm nights, said produce 
grower John Cromwell on a 
recent blustery day. 

"I've been farming since I 
was 16 — and I've never seen 
weather like this before. I've 
never seen it so cold this time 
of year and I don't know what 
will happen. At first, it looked 
like everything would be early 
this year, now it looks like it'll 
be late." 

"We need warm weather, 
agreed Bert Dail of Pungo 
Produce. 

"The tomatoes, sweet com 
and peppers need it warm, at 
least 65 degrees at night." Last 
week's highs in the 50s and 60s 
fell far short of the 75-^

HURRICANE SEASON IS HERE 



Be prepared 



A ballad from "Porgy and Bess" says that it's 
"summertime and the livin' is easy." While 
this may be true, one of the toughest parts 
about summer is the weather — bad weather 
and sometimes lots of it. 

With summer comes hurricanes, whose 
awesome displays of nature are nothing to 
take lightly. Hampton Roads' experiences and 
near-brushes with hurricanes should remind 
us not to forget the credo of summer: Be 
prepared. 

The American Red Cross is among the first 
to arrive on the scene when disaster strikes, 
it offers these hurricane preparedness tips to 
keep on hand In event of an emergency. Keep 
them taped to the refrigerator or somewhere 
else in plain view: 

■ Prepare a personal evacuation plan. This 
means identifjang ahead of time where you 
could go if you are told to evacuate. Choose 
several places, such as a friend's home in 
another town, a motel or shelter. Keep the 
telephone numbers of these places handy, as 
well as a road map. Listen to local television 
and news radio stations for evacuation 
instructions. 

■ Prepare for a hurricane. This means 
assembling a disaster kit to include a first aid 
kit and essential medicines, a battery- 
powered radio, flashlights and extra batteries, 
canned food, a manual can opener and 
bottled water. 

■ Find out what you need to know about a 
hurricane. The National Weather Service 
issues hurricane "watches" and "warnings." 
There is a difference. 

A watch means a hurricane may hit the 
area. It is issued for a coastal area where 
there is the threat of a hurricane within 24 to 
36 hours. A hurricane warning means a 
hurricane is likely headed for the area. It is 
issued when hurricane conditions are 
expected within 24 hours or less. 

■ When a hurricane is approaching, pay 
attention to radio and television broadcasts 
for updates storm information. Bring in 
garbage cans, lawn furniture, bicycles or 
anything that can fly around and cause 
damage. 

Additionally, fill your car's gas tank and 
prepare to evacuate if told to do so. If you do 
not have to evacuate, stay inside and away 
from windows. 

■ After the hurricane passes, be cautious. 
Watch out for fallen power lines. Listen to the 
radio for information and Instructions. Use a 
flashlight in the dark and try to avoid using 
candles. If you have evacuated, return home 
only when it's safe to do so. 

Finally, remember that the Tidewater and 
Portsmouth /West Chesapeake chapters of the 
American red Cross have materials to help 
your family plan for a storm or other disaster. 
Be prepared.

Welfare reform: learn from example

Ever since Congress passed a 
bill aimed at reforming the 
nation's $411-billion-per-year 
welfare industry, liberal 
supporters of the old welfare 
system have bombarded you with 
dire predictions about families 
being thrown out on the street 
and children starving. The 
naysayers don't present an alter- 
native — they simply say welfare 
reform won't work. 

What they're hoping you won't 
notice (besides the fact that no- 
body's starving) is that welfare 
reform already is working. 

But the success stories aren't 
the result of new programs 
designed and administered in 
Washington, so the national press 
corps has missed the story. 

The most significant success 
story is Wisconsin, which has 
seen a dramatic drop in welfare 
dependency over the last decade. 
In 28 of Wisconsin's 77 counties, 
the number of people on welfare 
has dropped by 80 percent (x 
more, according to a report by 
Robert Rector in the March/ April 
issue of The Heritage 
Foundation's magazine. Policy 
Review: The Journal of American 
Citizensfup. 

How did Wisconsin pull off this 
miracle? Through programs that 
move people off welfare and into 
jobs, the state has served notice: 
Welfare in Wisconsin is no 
longer a free ride. 

Everyone who applies fw 
welfare in Wisconsin receives 
counseling on the negative 
effects of dependence, and is 
eligible for short-term aid (like 
car repairs) that might help the 
applicant find or keep a job and 
thus avoid welfare. 

Most who do go on welfare 
must ^egin working almost 
immediately after enrolling. 
Wisconsin has instituted the 



country's first real, binding 
welfare work requirement, called 
Pay For Performance, under 
which welfare recipients receive 
assistance based on how much, 
or how little work they do. A 
person who performs no work 
receives no assistance. It's as 
simple as that. 

Wisconsin has de-emphasized 
education and job training in the 
classroom, which have proven 
ineffective, in favor of activities 
that quickly move people into 
jobs. Individuals who fail to fmd 
employment within a few weeks 
are required to perform 
community-service work until a 
job in the private sector can be 
found. 

The results have been pheno- 
menal. "Liberal welfare experts 
used to insist that a successful 
work program might reduce 
welfare caseloads by 5 percent 



over five years; in much of 
Wisconsin, the number of people 
on welfare is steadily falling by 
that amount every 30 days," 
Rector says. 

Wisconsin's success has also 
shattered one of the myths 
standing in the way of real 
A'elfare reform: That it will cost 
too much. While the state is 
spending more money getting 
people off welfare and into jobs, 
the total caseload has been re- 
duced so drastically that total 
spending on welfare is much less. 
"Wisconsin spends more per 
family on welfare now than in 
1987 — but it has half the 
numbers of families on welfare," 
Rector says. 

The welfare reform legislation 
passed by Congress last summer 
and signed by President Chnton 
is similar to the Wisconsin plan. 
It can work.

Cut one, "Somewhere Under This Moon," 
an ode to the oceanfront, was written on the 
back of a placemat while eating breakfast 
at the Belvedere Diner on 36th and Atlantic. 
Allusions to Hampton Roads sights and 
sounds — the boardwalk, Ocean Eddie's, 
Second Street restaurant — are woven 
throughout homespun lyrics. 

But if Carter seems to have been missing 
from the musical spotlight lately, it's 
because the artist has "shifted gears," as he 
describes it, and and gained "a renewed 
locus" on his career. 

"It's the best decision I've ever made," he 
said. "For the last 20 years, I have spent 
my days and nights putting smiles on 
people's faces as an entertainer, but now I 
want to put smiles on their faces as a 
.songwriter." 

Carter's first CD in 1994, "A Warm 
vSummer Night," was recorded live at the 
Beach. Featuring crowd-pleasing favorites, 
it was well received by Hampton Roads 
listeners eager to take home a sampling of 
Carter's cover songs. 

"Two Hands Are Enough," which he calls 
a "transitional CD," shifts the focus to his 
songwriling abilities. The collection spans 
2(1 years of Carter's career. 

My song writing has grown a lot in the 
last several years," he said. "I attribute that 
to a lot of personal growth. Musically, I had 
fallen into a burnout stage. But Dave 
Mathews' music really opened the doors for 
mc. He breaks all the rules, no formula." 

Carter's life is his music. Whether kicking 
back with friends on the deck of Island 
Republic or enjoying a moonlight stroll in 
the sand, his songs arc firmly planted in the 
Beach experience. His unique writing style, 
as he described it, is "much like Dave 
Mathews meets Van Morrison with a splash 
of Jimmy Buffett on the lyrical side." 

Among his favorite tracks on the new CD 
are "Somewhere Under This Moon" and 
"Maybe She's Right." The latter was 
written about a girl who ran a general store 
near Carter's mountain cabin in Amherst 
County. After writing her a letter, the artist 
kept checking his mailbox for a reply. None 
ever came. The song, originally titled 
"Maybe She'll Write," was then set aside. 
Carter finished it after the grand opening 
party at Virginia Beach's Bayou, renaming 
it "Maybe She's Right." 

"'Somewhere Under This Moon,' 'Maybe 
She's Right' and 'Thinking of You* are more 
an inu-ospective approach. It seems like I'm 
either deeply philosophical or light-hearted 
humor. The way I write is kind of like 
publishing your diary. Once I had a friend, a 
counselor, who told me that music was like 
my religion — like my spirit." 
Carter's job is never truly work. 
"It's like my R-and-R (rest and 
relaxation). I go in, see all my friends that 
I've known forever and get up to sing. It's 
like having all my friends over for a football 
g:inic," he mused. 

A graduate of First Colonial who's been 
*>ii ilic local music scene since high school. 
Carter said everything seems to be "coming 
logelhcr" for the best. 

"A big vote of confidence of recent was 
(01 (Ilia F;xira Beer sponsoring my summer 
weekend performances at Island Republic 
on 19th Street," he said. "It's nice because 
I 111 finally getting recognized for the 
songwriting." 

Carter has sold CDs as far as Surrey, 
England and received several fan letters 
about his latest endeavors. Next month he'll 
be opening for Blue Oyster Cult in 
Richmond 
These days Carter is shooting for the stars. 
'The world to me is totally open," he 
reflected. "For some reason, this area is 
perceived as having an invisible ceiling for 
musicians. I think the musicians create their 
own invisible ceilings. But I'm not going to 
worry too much about this area — just focus 
on the whole spectrum. Throw some 
spaghetti against the wall and whatever 
sticks, sticks. You won't get anything 
accomplished if you don't put it out there." 

Carter isn't the type lo "sweat" things. 
Kind of like the sailboats sliding across the 
water he sings about in "Maybe She's 
Right," he lets his life blow him in the 
direction fate demands. 

"I went through a phase for a long time 
where I kept a side job that I called my 
main job — just to make me feel good 
about myself while I was making my real 
nione) singing. You have to learn to rely on 
laic. You can be sitting here one month, 
l(X»king at the next month, and only have 
Ii' 11 dales booked. Eventually, I learned not 
lo orry about it because come the first day 
of that month I'll have more than I want." 

Carter doesn't forget the sage advice oS 

his grandmother, which he says was the 

niosi influential of his career.

Sandbridge project looks 
to city for assistance

$10,000 incentive with directions 
to bring back in three months a 
marketing proposal, a land lease 
proposal, a physical proposal and 
an operating proposal. 

Roger Newill, former member 
and chairman of the Resort Area 
Advisory Commission (RAAC) 
who has kept this one project in 
his portfolio, said that his 
architectural firm had just been 
paid $6 million for a project at 
the University of Virginia on 
which the firm will spend 
approximately $50,000 in 
drawing up the proposal. 

He said that companies will be 
asked to spend four months on an 
irrevocable proposal to spend $20 
million. He said the payments are 
a way to "get the best people in 
the world to pay attention." 

Newill, who presented the 
lodge project to council at a work 
session Tuesday, refcned to a 
recent study commissioned by 
council which concluded that the 
resort could not support a major 
conference hotel, said that if the 
city wants a better quality hotel, 
it has to fmd a place to put it 

Newill presented Sandbridge as 
the best place to locate such a 
facility. With sewer, the eight 
lots owned by Wilkins can be 
developed. 

Other elements contributing to 
the feasibility of the project are 
the opening up of False State 
State Park with the permission of 
the wildlife refuge to allow 
limited passage through the 
federal property and the sand 
replenishment project for 
Sandbridge. 

Newill said that there is no 
quality hotel on the oceanfiront in 
central United States. Some are 
located in Florida and five in 
South Carolina. He said the 
facility would be modeled after 
the Biltmore in Santa Barbara, 
which is also next to a 
wilderness. 

Beyond the $75,000 
appropriation, the project will 
cost the city nothing Newill said. 

The city also will be asked to 
allow the swap of city-owned 
land just south of the residential 
property for private commercial 
land which will be purchased by 
the hotel entity. 

With the swap, the city will 
gain 6,000 feet of public 
oceanfront. Little Island Beach 
will be rearranged but will 
continue as a public area and the 
three 120-year old buildings at 
Little Island Beach but owned by 
the state will remain. 

The lodge will cost an 
estimated $15.5 million and four 
environmental education centers 
in False Cape State Park will 
cost $3.3 million. RAAC 
estimates that real estate taxes, 
hotel room taxes, restaunmt 
taxes, business personal property 
taxes. Amusement taxes from the 
lodge will be about $1.1 million a 
year, not including taxes from the 
four environmental education 
centers. 

The lodge will serve the same 
purposes that a national park 
headquarters lodge serves, 
working in conjunction with 
Little Island, the Refuge and 
Park managers. 

Access through the refuge to 
the park was recently raised from 
nine permitted trips a month to 
75 a month, and the park plans to 
establish four 40-person 
environmental education centers 
for stays of several days. 

Newill said that the idea is to 
design the hotel units differently 
and money will be included to 
rebuild Little Island Park and, its 
restroom facilities. The area will 
give the state a place to manage 
the people interested in visiting 
the state park. 



Callnin said there are few 
similar sites on the Atlantic and 
this may be the last in the middle 
Atlantic. He said different types 
of people will be interested in the 
lodge where lodging fees will be 
as much as $300-a-night per 
person. But a tent site area also 
will be included for the student 
environmentalist. 

When the project is finished, 
he said, it will be a super feather 
in the city's cap, a world class 
facilities like few otho^. 
Ecotourism is going to be 
extraordinarily popular, he said, 

Maxwell said that RFPs should 
go out as early as OcU)ber and 
should be received by the city by 
February. Newill said that all the 
preliminary work can be done 
and the facility ready to be build 
by May of next year. 

The project should reduce the 
cost of the Sandbridge sewer 
project by about $300,000 
because the lodge may require 
only 100 to 200 bathrooms while 
the maximum development on 
the private lands would allow as 
much as 1800 bathrooms. 

New garbage 
laws focus on 
cleaning up 
appearance 

Townhouses serviced 
by city are affected

New ordinance amendments 
approved Tuesday by city council 
are designed to improve the 
appearance oi apartment 
.neighbcvhoods. 

They empower the city to 
remove any automated refuse 
receptacles and any recyclable 
contained that are not removed 
from public view on the day of 
collection. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley, the only council member 
who voted agaipst the ordinance, 
said she did-iiot like the idea of 
the city confiscating private 
pnq)erty. 

City manager James K. Spore 
assured council that the city was 
only concerned about the "people 
who leave their cans on the curb 
perpetually. 

Residents who will be affected 
are the 18,780 townhouses 
serviced by the city of which 
5,500 are now using the 
automated waste collection 
service. 

Andrew Friedman, director of 
housing and neighborhood 
preservation, said that this is a 
tool the city needed when 
warning notices are disregarded 
by residents. It will be utilized 
only when prior warnings have 
not resulted in compliance. 

The amendments also regulate 
the storage and collection of 
recyclable refuse, which has 
been contracted out by the waste 
management division of public 
works-lhe contractor will provide 
recyclable containers to all 
single family dwellings and 
townhouses. 

The Waste Management 
Division also is in the process of 
offering to townhouse 
subdivisions the automated refuse 
receptacles. 

The city in the past had to rely 
on lengthy court procedures to 
bring residents into compliance 
with the city's garbage recep- 
tacle regarding the storage of 
garbage and recyclable re- 
ceptacles out of view, as much as 
practical between collection 
days.

One person died, she told us, 
and tears fUled her eyes. 

She fell silent. 

We asked no more questions 
about her escape from Vietnam 
in 1978. Those memories 
obviously were too painful for 
her. 

Thao Nguyen was a Vietnam 
"boat person" who paid 12 
ounces of gold for the privilege 
of crowding onto a 50-foot boat 
to sail torn her homeland. Her 
children, two girls and a boy, 
were with her. Altogether, 150 
people were on the small 
vessel. 

They had food and water for 
three days as they headed 
toward Malaysia, but they got 
lost. Three days became 10 
days and the supplies ran out. 
There was no more food, no 
more water. 

A fishing boat was their 
salvation. It did not take them 
aboard, but did supply them 
with enough food and water to 
last two more days — enough 
to see them to safety. 

Now, all these years later, 
Nguyen is the subject of a 
photo-essay by Lynn Cherin (rf 
Virginia Beach, a student in a 
Tidewater Community College 
course on "Social Institutions 
Through Photography." 

The course, which will be 
repeated next fall, called upon 
each student to fashion picture 
studies, with text, of 
institutions of their choice. 
Their work produced studies of 
court appointed child 
advocates, the Greek Orthodox 
church, a trainable 
retarded/handicapped boy, a 
rescue station and a Virginia 
Beach restauranj. 

Cherin chose to study 
Nguyen, her family and her 



woik. Although class members 
were limited to 18 pictures 
apiece, Cherin took more than 
200 of Nguyen. "I tend to take 
a lot of pictures," she said. 

She turned in only the 
required 18, however, and they 
deal, of course, with the Thao 
Nguyen of today, a Virginia 
Beach resident who, no longer 
a refugee herself, still deals 
with refugees. 

Nguyen has worked for more 
than 17 years for the Catholic 
Diocese of Richmond at the 
Office of Refugee 
Resettlement in Norfolk 
helping acclimate newcomers 
to America. She helps with 
their orientation, their 
transportation, doctor's 
appointments, school 
enrollments and she provides 
moral support and 
encouragement. 

Nguyen had much to get 
accustomed to herself when 
she first arrived in this country. 
Her life in the United States 
was very different from her life 
in South Vietnam. 

There she had been a 
pharmacist with her own 
pharmacy. She employed three 
others and supervised a 
household staff of cook, maid, 
nanny and driver. Here, she had 
none of that help. She had to 
be her own household staff, 
nanny and driver. 

She and her children spent 
months at an internment camp 
in Indonesia after leaving 
Vietnam, but finally came to 
this country through the 
sponsorship of a Hampton 
Roads Catholic church. 
Members of the church found 
housing for them, saw to their 
daily needs and helped her 
gain employment. 

Everything; was strange to her 
and life became frustrating, but

she coped. She is a quiet, 
unassuming, rather serene 
person, but one with great 
personal strength. 

Meanwhile, her children 
were becoming Americanized. 
Cherin wrote in her essay that

when Nguyen's children argued 
with her or failed to follow her 
rules, she assumed a masculine 
role, lowered her voice, spoke 
harshly and used stronger 
language. 

The system obviously 
worked. The children, now 
grown, are doing well. The 
oldest is in medical school, the 
middle one teaches nutrition in 
James City County and the 
youngest just graduat^ from 



the University of Virginia and 
will teach in Jf^nn. 

Besides Cherin, members of 
the TCC class were Christine 
Carr, Jan Harris, Samuel 
Johnson, Joann McEven, Keith 
Suddeth. Jeremy Bright, Jim 
Casper, Jane Kalinowsky, 
Eddie Smalling and Dana 
Stephenson. Some put their 
pictures on poster boards, some 
used slides, some 8-by-lO 
matted photos. They were 
granted great leeway by their 
instructor. Dr. Vme Edom 
Smith. 

Smith is a' photogrs^hor 
herself and her work has 
appeared in National 
Geographic, The Washington 
Post, Washington Star and 5/. 
Louis Post. She has written two 
photojournalism books and is 
an Emmy Award winner for two 
educational films, "Got a 
Minute? and "Everyone's 
Different" 

She's in "Who's Who in 
America," "Who's Who in 
American Education and 
"Who's Who of American 
Women." 

Her course, a combination of 
sociology and photography, 
allowed its students to choose 
any institution for study (their 
own family, school, church, 
etc.). The students were aided 
by books written by such 
writer-photographers as 
Margaret Burke- White, Edward 
Steichen. Roy Stryker and 
others. 

There also were speakers 
including Flip Schulke, an 
award winner for a 
documentary on Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. 

The course, Sociology 295. 
will be offered this fall at 
TCC's Visual Arts Center with 
the new class meeting from 
6:30-9:15 p.m. on Thursdays.

toothpaste and baking soda on a 
damp cloth. When the spot is 
gone, buff with a dry cotton cloth 
to restore luster. 

■ Fill scratches in wood with 
crayons. iPrepare by tying a nail 
to a pencil.'Heat the nail over a 
candle, then wipe the soot from 
the nail. Pick a crayon close to 
the wood's color and hold it to 
the heated nail. The crayon will 
melt into the scratch. Let the 
crayon cool one hour. Then take 
a credit card and gently scrape 
away the excess. 

■ To clean furniture, Formby 
recommends mineral spirits or a 
commercial furniture cleaner, 
both available at hardware stores. 
Wet a cotton cloth with mineral 
spirits and wipe the wood 
thoroughly. Let dry and repeat if 
necessary.

vacation to Camp Greenbrier Boys 
Camp in West Virginia for a week called 
"House Party." I'm usually begging to go 
back to work by the time we get home. I 
love Camp Greenbrier and all of my 
friends there. It's been an annual 
tradition for my family since I was 1 
years old. But a week of caving, 
Whitewater canoeing, tubing, fossil 
hunting, riflery, archery, tennis, 
basketball, baseball. ..you get the 
picture, wears me out. 

I take mini-vacations in a Venezuelan 
hammock In the 100-square-foot 
treehouse I built in the back yard. 

Hobbles: I don't think you have 
enough space to list all of those, so I'll 
just say the non-hobby. I hate painting 
the house. 

Pet peeves: Arrogant people, 
intolerance, abuse of authority, 
snobbery, poor customer service, traffic 
and computer printers. 

First job: My first job as far as 
receiving money was cleaning out the 
ditches at my parents' house. I made 
50 cents an hour, worked five hours, 
received $2.50, rode my bike to the 
local arcade at the bottom of the 
Mayflower Apartments at 34th Street 
and Atlantic Avenue and spent it in 1 5 
minutes. This was my most important 
financial lesson. I taily learned the value 
of a dollar. 

My first paycheck job was as a bellhop 
at the Seahawk Hotel on 26th Street 
and Atlantic Avenue. Then I graduated 
to oceanfront lifeguard on 36th Street, 
which is how I discovered the Belvedere 
Diner. 

Worst Job: When the military had the 
Hovercrafts designed, they forgot to 
take into consideration that these 
vehicles would be traveling across the 
ocean and therefore did not use 
stainless steel screws in the 
constnjction. During a break from Elon 
College, I got a job through a temporary 
service with Bell-Aerospace at Fort 
Story. My job was crawling through the 
craft engines and painting all tlie screws 
with this liquid plastic anti-corrosion 
concoction. It was freezing, wet and 
miserable. The service paid me $10 an 
hour. I found out later that they were 
charging Bell-Aerospace $30 an hour 
for my services and that the Ik^id 
plastic stuff was carcinogenic.

Favorite sports team: Great Neck 
Little League T-ball team "Reds." I'm 
their coach.

Cool weattier makes for confused crops

month we've had this year," he 
said. 

Virginia law prohibits the 
commercial harvesting of crabs 
until April 1 and "we started out 
good in April, and we had two 
weeks of good crabbing," he said. 
"Now it's (the weather) killing 
us." 

Rough currents make it 
impossible to work on the ocean, 
he added, and strong north winds 
blow the water out of Back Bay 
"so that we're hitting the bottom 
and tearing up our equipment." 

"I've seen it blow like this 
before, but never at this lime of 
Uie year," he added. 

Warm-water fish and crabs, 
which are usually abundant in 
area waters during June are tjeing 
pushed back into the Gulf Stream 
by strong currents, Whitehursl 
added. 

"We ne«l the currents to come 
from the South to bring the fish 
up from the Gulf," he said. 

"And the crabs are confused, 
they think it's fall, and they don't 
know if they're coming or going 



or already been there. I just wish 
the wind would blow from the 
South, from the West, any way 
but from the North." 

But the cool weather has 
its upside, too, some growers say. 
The pointed-head cabbages and 
other cool weather crops did well 
this spring, the pansies are still 
blooming a month after they 
normally bolt and the 
strawberries should last until mid- 
June barring a sudden heat wave. 

"The cool weather's good im 
strawberries, but they wouldn't 
survive if it were 99 degrees," 
said Tammy Dail. 

The late-blooming pansies are 
also helping to compensate 
flower gardeners who are 
watching their tender annuals 
sulk in 50-degree temperatures, 
according to Mike Nolin. 
manager of Atlantic Garden 
Centers on General Booth 
Boulevard. 

Nolin, like the produce 
growers, said that the cold hasn't 
really t)een severe enough to do 
any damage, it's just slowed the 
season ckiwn a lot 



"The pansies, which are usually 
leggy by this time of the year 
still look good," Nolin said. 

"Normally by this time they 
would have l>een replaced by 
vinca, but vinca likes hot, dry 
conditions. I put some out at my 
house last week and they're not 
doing anything. And this weather 
will probably put the vegetables 
a week or two behind, but it's not 
cold enough to kill the plants." 

"The flowers aren't getting a lot 
of growth right now because they 
need more sun," Nolin added, 
"and the lack of rain isn't helping. 

Recent rainfall has been spotty, 
some areas have been blessed 
with plenty of rain while othei^ 
have received only light showers. 
Dail said that her family's 
cornfields have received "at least 
average rainfall" but Cromwell 
said that he's experiencing 
"unusually dry"conditions at his 
New Bridge Ro^ farm. 

"We're in something of a 
drought situation right now," 
agreed David Martin, a Knotis 
Island grape, apple and peach 
grower. 

"We didn't get the rain last 



week that they had up in Creeds, 
but we're lucky that we have 
irrigation here at the vineyard." 

Right now, this year's fruit 
crops look promising although the 
roller-coaster weather caused a 
few anxiety attacks earlier this 
spring, Martin and others said. 
February and March's 
unseasonably warm temperatures 
coaxed the trees into blooming 
prematurely, then April's frosty 
nights threatened to wipe out the 
crop. Now, they say, it looks as if 
everything will balance out. 

"Mother Nature has a way of 
making it all work out," said 
Juanita Burns, owner of Pungo 
Blueberries. 

"If it hadn't gotten cool, we'd 
be picking peaches right now," 
said Martin, "l)ecause everything 
bloomed early. But the cool 
weather's not really hurting us, 
it's just slowing things down a 
little." 

What happens now is anybody's 
guess, the growers say. 

"I just don't know what will 
happen," said Cromwell.

13th Amendment freed the 
nation's remaining slaves. Word 
of freedom reached Texas on 
June 19, 1865 — Juneteenth. 

A paid holiday in the Lone Star 
State, the goal of Hampton 
Roads' Juneteenth Festival Fo- 
undation is to have it recognized 
as a state holiday here as well. 

"Juneteenth breaks a lot of 
stereotypes," said award-winning 
playwright and Portsmouth native 
Sheri Bailey, who founded the 
festival. 

"Tap dancing, for example. 
There was no such thing as the 
happy, dancing slave. It was 
code. They wanted to get the hell 



out of Dodge." 

The Juneteenth Festival, June 
19-22, will include activities at 
Virginia Beach's Francis Land 
House, Norfolk State University 
and Tidewater Community 
College's Portsmouth campus. It 
is supported by all Southsicte 
cities, as well as Newport News 
and Hampton. 

"The great thing has been the 
cities working together," Bailey 
continued. 

"Virginia Beach, Suffolk, 
Portsmouth. Norfolk — they've 
all been extremely helpfiil. 
Everyone talks about how 
difficult it is to have regional 

unity in Hampton Roads, but 
Juneteenth is proving to be a 
unifying frace." 

Billed as a multigenerational, 
multiculniral festival, Juneteenth 
is a celebration not only of 
heritage, but Southern culture. 
Civil War-era rc-enactors will 
reflect both.

Both Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake city councils have 
passed resolutions making them 
part of the Partners in Prevention 
initiative with the Common- 
wealth of Virginia in an effort to 
reduce out-of-wedlock births . 

If Virginia is one of five states 
with the most reduced out-of- 
wedlock births without an 
increase in the abortion rate 
during the two years preceding 
1999 to 2002, it will share the 
$100 million annually allocated 
by the federal government during 
the federal fiscal years 1999- 
2002. 

Virginia is the first state to 
announce candidacy for these 
funds. The state is providing 
technical and other forms of 
startup assistance to any 
localities that officially become 
partners with the state in 
competition for the funds. 

In Chesapeake, the church 
community, with support from the 
departments of social services 
and health, will develop 
strategies to reduce out-of- 
wedlock births.Church leaders 
and public health workers met 
this week in Chesapeake to try to 
create a city-wide plan to reduce 
unwed births. 

In Virginia Beach, Council- 
woman Louisa Strayhorn 
requested the resolution. 

The initiative was developed in 
response to five $20 million 
incentive grants being made 
available to states and sponsored 



in Congress through Personal 
Responsibility and Work 
Oppiwtunity of 1996.

City breaks ground for stadium 



Multi-purpose 
facility will 
house Mariners

The site of the Virginia Beach 
Multi-Purpose Stadium, the 
future home of the Hampton 
Roads Mariners, is nothing but 
grass and dirt now. 

But a year from now sports fans 
will flock to the 150-acre site in 
Lake Ridge for Mariner games. 

While the air will probably 
most often be filled with cheers 
and sighs for the home team — 
the most important tenant of the 
city-owned stadium — the 
location will also be available for 
a wide selection of other events. 

The city estimates an annual 
gross revenue from the sports 
amphitheater up to $250,000. 

As the first step to the future, a 
groundbreaking was held at the 
site last week for the sports 
amphitheater. It's the first in the 
country designated especially for 
soccer. 

The stadium will be built in 
two phases, said Brad Tazwell of 
TAF Group architects, one of the 
two architectural firms making 
the plans. 

With the other company, HOK 
Sport of Kansas City, the two 
firms are planning a 
handicapped-accessible amphi- 
theater that will begin with

seating for about 6,000. In the 
next phase, seating will be 
increased to more tlian 30,000. 

If the Mariners win a franchise 
from Major League Soccer 
(MLS), seating might be 
expanded to as much as 35,000.

The boardwalk went back to its 
roots.

350,000 people attend annually. 

Kicking off Thursday, the gala 
weathered everything from less- 
than-friendly winds and rain to 
sunny skies, ending Sunday 
evening.

Since 1989, more than 759 
tons of plasuc, glass, paper, 
metal wood and rubber have 
been pulled from the water and 
shores of the Chesapeake Bay 
and its tributaries during the 
annual rite of Clean the Bay 
Day.

The surfs up, the sun's out and the shades 
are on. Summertime is here. So are dangers 
not normally associated with cooler weather 
and school days. 

Before heading out to enjoy the many 
attractions our area has to offer — parks, 
beaches, rivers, lakes, museums, historical 
sites and amusement parks — make sure 
your home is not vulnerable. If you're going to 
be away, follow these safety tips to protect 
your home and possessions: 

■ Put some of your household lights and 
appliances and a radio on timers. 

■ Don't tell a lot of people you'll be away, 
but ask a trusted neighbor to watch the house 
and leave a key with that person. 

■ Either stop your mail and newspaper 
deliveries, or ask a neighbor to collect these 
items daily. 

■ Arrange to have the grass mowed if you'll 
be away for an extended period. 

■ When preparing to leave, load your 
belongings in your car while it's parked in the 
garage, if possible, so you don't advertise that 
you're leaving. 

Summertime dangers also lurk at home, 
whether working in the yard or relaxing 
around the pool. Even barbecuing can be 
hazardous if proper precautions aren't taken: 

■ Keep gardening products such as 
fertilizers and weed killers locked up and out 
of reach of small children.

Media could play part 
in dispelling 'heroin chic' 



We hate to sound trite and 
banal, but what is this world 
coming to? Heroin chic? What's 
next? Pedophilia chic? Serial 
murder chic? 

Heroin has become a 
fashionable drug among certain 
stylish people in New York, Los 
Angeles and other cities. And 
recently, images of the hip junkie 
have found their way into pop 
culture, particularly in fashion 
photography, where models may 
be posed as strung out and lying 
on a bathroom floor in the latest 
evening wear. 

A recent story about heroin 
chic in The New York Times so 
incensed President Clinton that 
he lashed out at the fashion 
industry during a meeting of U.S. 
mayors. The president, stating the 
obvious, pointed out that making 
heroin seem glamorous will 
entice more young people to try 
it. He said glorifying heroin is 
extremely destructive and the 
fashion industry must act more 
responsibly. 

We agree. But it shouldn't stop 
with the fashion industry. All of 
popular culture and the media 
must become more responsible 
when it comes to images of 
drugs, and not just heroin. 

Glorification of drugs has crept 
back into our culture. We're 
seeing it everywhere, from the 
ubiquitous marijuana leaf on T- 
shirts and baseball caps to hip 
movies about the lives of heroin 
addicts. 

Just for the record — and every 



teen dying to be cool should 
know this — the life of a heroin 
addict is pure hell. Stylish heroin 
users don't stay stylish for long. 

Heroin addicts are not snappy 
dressers. They usually look 
terrible because they spend all 
their money on dope. And they 
smell even worse, because they 
forget to bathe and because the 
drug produces an aversion to 
water. 

They don't live in hip 
Manhattan or West Hollywood 
apartments. They live in dirty, 
cockroach-infested flats with 
little or no furniture because 
they've sold it all to buy drugs. 
They don't have hip women ot 
men hanging on their arms. 

Popular culture is going 180 
degrees in the wrong direction on 
drugs. Instead of heroin chic, how 
about recovery chic? Models 
could be shown in the real throes 
of addiction — dirty, bedraggled, 
sick, lying on a stained, bare 
mattress with a needle sticking 
out of their arm. Then they could 
be shown in recovery from their 
addiction, wearing a snappy suit 
and going to work at a hip job 
with a Gucci briefcase under the 
arm. 

It's not enough for the fashion 
industry and other purveyors of 
popular culture to simply refrain 
from exploiting drug images to 
sell their products. They need to 
right past wrongs. 

A good way would be to start a 
chic u-ust fund for treatment and 
recovery programs. Maybe the 
president can shame them into it.

A visit with Uncle Sonny

I've always been a skeptic. 1 sup- 
pose 1 should've been bom in Mis- 
souri — the "Show Me" state — 
because you usually have to show me 
something before I'll believe it. 

I'm the 
kind of guy

But some things that occur make 
me think there is just a little more to 
them than pure coincidence. 

Sincelwasakid — andthat'sbeen 
quite some time — I've been fasci- 
nated by the concept of having one's 
life "flash before one's eyes" in a 
time of exu-eme peril or just before 
death. 

Although I've heard and read ac- 
counts that allude to such a phenom- 
ena, I've generally considered it a 
figmentof thecollective imagination 
of mankind. But a recent experience 
made me think that there might be 
more to it than simply chance. 

My wife's Uncle Sonny had been 
ill for sometime and the nature of his 
illness was not externally discern- 
ible. He looked deceptively healthy 
fora man who was terminally ill, and 
he openly boasted that he felt great. 

Although there seemed to be no 
matter of urgency, my wife insisted 



that we visit her Aunt Evelyn and 
Uncle Sonny one recent Saturday 
night. I agreed. 

I had known Sonny for more than 
25 years and had always enjoyed his 
company at family gatherings — 
birthdays, weddings and funerals. 
We'd always find something to talk 
about, whether smoking pipes, play- 
ing golf, or fishing. Recently, at a 
family wedding. Sonny and I talked 
about his career with the m\imA — 
about brakemen, firemen and yard 
engineers. 

Although he had known that he 
was terminally ill at the time of the 
wedding, he remained tight-lipped 
about it because he didn't want to 
detract from the happiness of the oc- 
casion. 

That's the quality of character he 
had. 

Some days after the wedding cel- 
ebration, we were informed of the 
tragic prognosis. And, of course, that 
prompted our visit. 

This particular visit, though, 
seemed special from the start. I can't 
quite explain why. Perhaps, it was 
because we discussed some matters 
that we hadn't previously had occa- 
sion to explore. During this visit we 
talked of his family, paged through 
photo albums, recalled his days as a 
paratrooper, and reminisced about 
his childhood days in Ocean View. 

In effect, we went for a very lei- 
surely "walk down memory lane." It 
was a wonderful visit Each topic 
seemed to take us progressively far- 
ther into the past. And although our 
"stroll" lasted less than two hours, we 
covered a lifetime of 75 years. 

When I left Sonny's home that 
night, I realized that I had learned 
more about him in a few minutes than 
I had in 25 years. I felt as if I had seen 
some facets of him that I had been 
unable to discern in all the years I had 
known him. 

What had made me see him in 
another light? Of course, my basic 



perception had not changed. It seemed 
as though Sonny was intentionally 
directing my attention to the events 
in his life that were most significant 
in his mind. 

Our conversation began in the 
present with his family and current 
interests and gradually — step by 
step — eased farther and farther into 
his distant past. He spoke about his 
work with Norfolk and Western. 

He also told me of his days as a 
paratrooper, the Battle of the Biilge 
and his army pals. He showed me 
pictures of the guys he served with in 
tte 82nd Airborne and a picture of 
the nurse that cared for him in an 
army hospital. He explained how he 
got around his "4F' draft status to 
enlist 

Prior to this visit, I had no idea that 
he was ever in the army, much less a 
paratrooper with the 82nd and later 
1 1 st Airborne. The topic just hadn ' t 
come up before. 

We thoroughly enjoyed the visit 
and stayed later than planned. He 
really seemed reluctant to see us leave. 
Sonny walked outside with us and 
waved as we drove off. 

Sunday morning. Sonny suffered 
an aneurysm, and Wednesday after- 
noon w "i attended a graveside cer- 
emony at Rosemont Cemetery on 
Witchduck Road. 

I remember Sonny standing on his 
front porch as we drove off. Even at 
the time, I thought of the poignancy 
of that moment. I felta sadness watch- 
ing him standing alone in the dark 
and waving good-bye. 

I had no idea that the end would 
come so soon — or suddenly. But I 
have a suspicion that Sonny might 
have. He could be secretive, you 
know. 

That chain of events just makes me 
wonder a little. However, I ' m able to 
see it from the proper perspective. It 
was mere coincictence. I'm ahnost 
certain of it I was simply in the right 
place at the right time. 

Good-bye, Uncle Sonny.

Let me tell you about some of this 
past season's programs. 

In January, I hosted a "City Dia- 
logue" program at the Central Li- 
brary on regional planning. This pro- 
gram was developed and produced 
by our Video Services Department 
and co-sponsored by all the local 
municipal television stations. 

It aired in Virginia Beach, Nor- 
folk, Chesapeake, Portsmouth, Suf- 
folk, Newport News, Hampton and 
Williamsburg. 

Panelists included the leadership 
of several regional organizations in- 
cluding the Hampton Roads Partner- 
ship, the Hampton Roads Planning 
District Commission, Forward 
Hampton Roads, Plan 2007 and the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Our discussion and questions from 
the audience touched on many issues 
of interest to our regicm — the Lake 
Gaston Water Project, transportation, 
tourism and regional marketing. 

In February , we moved to Tallwood 
High School, where our audience was 
students from govonment classes at 
Tallwood and Kemps Landing Mag- 
net School. Our panelists included a 
city council membo', a school board 
member, a former member of the 
General Assembly, a judge from the 
Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
Court and our city manager. 
TTie students were very interested 



in how their city works and we had a 
lively discussion about local govern- 
ment Questions ranged from aca- 
demic standards to student rights to 
teenage pregnancy. 

In March, we took the program 
into the VBTV studios for a special 
program about our city council and 
its planning process. Five members 
of city council discussed the process 
we use for setting goals for the city. 

Wetalkedaboutourplanning work- 
shops where twice a year we meet to 
set goals for the city. We looked at 
the priorities we've set for 1997 and 
the progress we've made on reaching 
our goals. The program ended with a 
discussion of how citizens can get 
involved in their local government. 

Safe City was the topic for our 
April program, which we filmed at 
Salem High School. Our panelists 
included representatives from the

We looked at safety in schools, the 
city's community policing program 
and effective approaches that are help- 
ing us keep our crime rate low. Our 
discussion centered on how we as a 
community can make Virginia Beach 
a safer place for our young people.

Virginia Mc'Burmy: Qrandma rides high

Once you get past the Western wear, the 
most striking thing about Virginia McBum- 
ey is the kind face peeking from below a 
cowboy hat. 

The smile belies hundreds of happy 
children and adults who have learned the 
joys of horseback riding from Triple R 
Ranch's "galloping grandma." Simply 
known as "McBee" to her students, the 
Kempsville resident began volunteering at 
the Chesapeake ranch in 1989. 

"It was really a lifesaver for me. I had lost 
my husband and was wandering, just doing 
nothing. A friend of mine started me in 
therapeutic riding as a volunteer at another 
ranch in Virginia Beach, Miracle Acres 
sponsored by Hope House," she said. 

When Miracle Acres folded, McBurney 
sought a new outlet for her energies. 

"We walked every beaten path in the area 
looking for a place that would allow us to 
use their facilities so that we could continue 
the therapeutic riding program. One day we 
wandered into the driveway of Triple R," 
she reminisced. "I had heard of it, but had 
never been out here. It was the end of the 
road for us." 

The accredited program, Special 
Equestrians, is in its eighth years serving 
disabled children and adults. To become a 
certified therapeutic instructor, McBurney 
drew on her riding experiences from 
childhood and attended schools and clinics. 
"As a youngster, I used to jump on 
somebody's horse bareback," she grinned. 
"And I used to make my husband and two 
children go on trail rides with me until they 
got big enough and strong enough to flatly 
refuse. So I gave it up myself until I was 
looking for something to do. That's when my 
friend took me in hand and said I was going 
to volunteer." 

McBurney leads a team of up to 40 
volunteers and is helped by a program 
coordinator and assistant. Each special rider 
requires three people — a leader and two 
spotters. 

"We've had riders from 4 years old on up 
to 70," McBurney said. "Some have never 
been on horses. Some have been coming for 
four or five years. They love it and have 
learned actual horsemanship and how to 
control a horse. Some get on and off 
themselves. Others we have to take the 
wheelchairs to the mounting ramp. The 
combined effort makes everybody feel real 
good. It's no one person. Without all these 
people we wouldn't have a program." 

McBurney's duries, however, aren't 
limited to Special Equestrians. Twice yearly 
she teaches a 10- week horsemanship course 
for the non-disabled and helps at summer 
camp. She is also a bam cleaner, or "pooper 
scooper" as she calls it, and cares for the 
farm animals, working in the Critter Corral 
is a favorite job. 

"We'll teach the children how to actually 
feed and care for the animals. They'll be in 
there petting the goats, sheep and cows. I 
clean the stalls and anything else they need 
me to do. When they cook out at the 
chuckwagon, usually on Thursday mornings 
during summer camp, we have to be out 
there at 5:30 or 6 in the morning. It's really 
wonderful." 

It's peaceful times like those that the 76- 
year-old relishes most. 

"Outside of the people, I enjoy the 
quietness — especially early in the 
morning. Later in the day it gets pretty 
noisy. And I like the atmosphere, the 
animals and the companionship. I've made 
so many friends. It's a good Christian 
atmosphere; that above everything." 

A member of the North American Riding 
for the Handicapped Association, McBurney 
was chosen a 1996 4-H Volunteer of the 
Year and is active in Eastern Star, Fleet 
Reserve Auxiliary.

Angel hearts helps 
mother to carry on

Once in a while you come upon 
art that is more than art. Some 
creative works transport you to a 
place where you fee! peaceful 
and at ease. 

A visit to Heart and Hand 
Gallery in Virginia Beach will 
afford you the opportunity to see 
handmade angels that are 
heavenly in appearance. 

For crafter Linda Krull, her 
angels are therapy. The Norfolk 
resident and widowed mother of 
three lost her 23-year-old 
daughter. Donna, to a rare form 
of leukemia. 

Over time, she discovered a 
sense of calm through making her 
angels. These days, she sells 
ihem at the gallery in Virginia 
Beach behind Farmer's Market. 
She. also sells them at the 
Elizabeth City Mistletoe Show 
and at the Crittenden James 
River Christmas Show. She also 
sells at a small gallery at Smith 
Mountain Lake. 

"The angels are my way of 
remembering Donna," said Krull. 
'it just felt like this was 
something she wanted me to do." 

Krull has the art of angel 
making down to a science after 
working with the craft for five 
years. Her angels range in price 
from $6 to more than S200. 

"I call the work, my fabric 
sculpture. It's a process 1 created 
myself, through experi- 
mentation." 

Over the years, she had made 
over five hundred angels. She has 
the eye of an artist and was 
formerly an interior decorator. It 
is not difficult to see that she has 
a flair with materials. Her larger 
angels particularly stand out. One 



is draped with netting and sea 
shells. The expressions sculpted 
into the faces are so lifelike and 
charismatic. Another angel is 
draped in purple, has garland and 
realistic looking hair. Some 
angels are festooned in lights. 

Anhong her first angels, many 
were created using some of the 
materials that had been 
purchased for Donna's planned 
wedding. Sadly, Donna passed 
away before her wedding date. 
Those angels were very special 
to Krull. 

Her angels are made in many 
different styles and sizes. She 
makes angels that sit, stand, 
hang or fly. Upon visiting her 
home, in her middle bedrooms, is 
the collection that she takes 
around to shows. You feel a 
special aura in the room. It 
almost has a sacred feel to it. 
Krull 's face lights up when she 
shows the angels. 

"1 once made an angel that was 
similar in likeness to Jackie 
Onassis. I sent that angel to her 
family at the time of her death." 

Krull regrets, however, that she 
didn't hear from the family, 
probably due to the sheer volume 
of gifts sent. 

Her workshop is in her attic, 
where she stays busy assembling 
new angels. Her interest in angels 
has also led to subscribing to 
angel magazines. 

Krull finds that her craft is also 
a ministry to other people who 
are suffering through problems. 
She distributes the story of her 
angels to those who purchase 
from her at shows. 

"It brings me joy to help others 
in their time of crisis," she said. 
"1 believe that we're all here to 
learn and grow spiritually."

But presently the architects are 
starling small. "There will be 
2,000 parking spaces," said 
Tazwell. "There will be six 
luxury suites with a prime view 
of the field." 

Don Lee from HOK Sport 
explained that the master plan 
called for a stadium in the shape 
of a horseshoe. In the first phase 
with seating for 6,000 people, the 
building will be on two levels. As 
the amphitheater succeeds and is 
expanded, another level will be 
added - and the levels, 
themselves, will be enlarged. 

Francisco Marcos, president of 
the United Systems of 
Independent Soccer Leagues 
(USISL) and Commissioner of 
the A-League in North America, 
explained that most of the 
national teams in the western 
world have a home stadium and 
that the Nfariners need one as 
well. 



The A-League, Division II, is 
the highest level of competition 
within the USISL, and the 
Mariners were invited to join it at 
the end of their very successful 
1996 season. The team has 
chosen to delay moving to the 
new league until the building of 
the new amphitheater, part of the 
requirements for membership in 
the League. 

"The Mariners will be very 
proud and very capable anchors 
of this project," he said. 

It has taJcen a lot of hard work 
and pulling together to make the 
dream of the sports amphitheater 
come true.

As a citizen of Virginia Beach 
he expects to spend the next five 
to 10 years watching and 
participating in games at the 
stadium and watching his team's 
progress. 

The stadium is slated to open 
May 1. 



they roll with best Citizens get down, dirty for Bay Day

White-tipped canes swayed 
back and forth, tapping the 
carpeted corridor, as members of 
the Tidewater Blind Bowling 
Team made their way through 
Norfolk's International Airport. 

A mixture of excitement and 
weariness showed on the faces of 
the six men and one woman who 
were returning from Pittsburgh, 
Pa., where they had bowled their 
hearts out at the National 
Championship Tournament. 

This year the American Blind 
Bowling Association's National 
Championship Tournament 
celebrated its 50th anniversary. 
Eight hundred groups of blind 
. bowlers from all over the country 
attended the weekend 
tournament. 

The seven Tidewater bowlers 
felt good about their performance. 
Although the results will not be 
available until the end of June, 
JOAnn Baqui, president of the 
Tidewater Blind Bowling Team, 
was confident the team would 
gamer an award. 

"Our four man Tides team 
rolled a total of 2,477. I think we 
will place with that score," she 
noted. 

Baqui, partially blind since 
birth, has been president of the 
Tidewater Blind Bowling Team 
since 1982. 

"Although it's a lot of work, I 
enjoy it. We always have a good 
time," she said. 

Carter Hamlett, regional 
manager of the Department for 
Visually Handicapped, said that 
April's estimated figures indicate 
that there are 6,145 legally blind 
individuals in the Hampton 
Roads region, and another 17,947 
with visual impairment. 

With this many blind people in 
the area, Baqui would like to see 
more new members join the 
Tidewater Blind Bowling Team. 

"We have eight members at 
present and three sighted 
volunteer assistants. Bowhng is a 
growing sport for the blind. It's 
good exercise, lots of fun, and 
one of the only sports that we can 
participate in and say we do it 
ourselves." 

Members ages range from 33 to 
71, but the team welcome 
members of any age. 

Blind bowlers use six-foot long 
rails to guide them to the foul 
line and, after throwing the ball, 
are told by sighted assistants 
which pins remain standing. 

Harold Linkous of Chesapeake, 
67, has been totally blind for 20 
years. He loves bowling and 
wishes more of the blind would 
become involved with the sport. 

"When you get up there, you 
just don't see anything. The only 
difference is that you would be 
seeing 10 pins and a gutter. A 
little concentration and common 
sense is all it takes. If the pins 
make a lot of racket, you 
probably have 8-10 pins down. 
We don't miss it too much," he 
said. 

Linkous has been bowling with 
the Tidewater Blind Bowling 
Team for two years. High score 
was 127. He bowls every chance 
he gets, saying, "I think it's a 
marvelous thing. It's the only 
hobby I've really got." 

During the summer, Linkous 
and some of the other team 
members also play on a fun 
league in Chesapeake. 

Linkous laughed as he made 
the claim, "We blind bowlers 
have more fun than the sighted 
bowlers." 

Irvin Uhlcmbrock of Virginia 
Beach, 71, is the oldest member 
of the team. 



"I got high score when we went 
to a tournament in Alexandria. I 
said to one guy, 'I told you I 
could get 'em all in the dark.' 
When you throw that ball, the 
sound of falling pins is a 
beautiful sound," he said. 

Lion's clubs of Hampton Roads 
helped sponsor the Tidewater 
Blind Bowling Team's trip to 
Pittsburgh this year, paying for 
transportation and hotel rooms. 
Each year, the civic 
organizations also donates 
financial assistance to the 
league. In return, the bowlers 
wear the Lions' emblem on their 
shirts. 

The Tidewater Blind Bowling 
Team is a nationally-sanctioned 
league of the American Blind 
Bowling Association. 

The local team was founded in 
1962 by the late Bruce Brenham 
and his wife and is made up of 
totally blind and partially blind 
members, and sighted volunteers. 
According to their by-laws, the 
team is required to play 75 
games a season, which begins in 
September and ends in May. 

The Tidewater Blind Bowling 
Team's first game of the fall 
season will be at 10 a.m., 
Saturday, Sept. 6 at the Military 
Circle PinBoys. 

"We would love to have new 
members," Baqui said.

"After you've been out picking 
up trash once or twice, you begin 
to think, yeah, we shouldn't be 
throwing things down like this." 

The volunteers who have come 
back year after year agree. 

"It's teaching them hopefully 
not to throw the trash on the 
ground and it won't have to be 
cleaned up," explained Christie. 

His 6-year-oJd son, Ryan, 
added that the event could 
persuade other "not to throw it 
down on the ground because it'll 
just make more work for 
everybody else." 

That theory appears to be 
working, according to Brian 
Camden, a Chesapeake Beach 
resident who has participated in 
the Lesner Bridge cleanup site 
for several years. 

"This is the cleanest we've ever 
seen it," Camden marveled. 
"After six year doing it, it's good. 



No more pulling out tires or 
washing machines." 

After two hours' work, Camden 
expected 15 to 20 bags to be 
filled from their small section. 
Instead, the yellow baggies 
numbered half that. 

But founder and chairman of 
Clean the Bay Day Robert Dean, 
said that while some areas like 
the Lesner Bridge are cleaner, 
other areas leave much to be 
desired. 

"If you take, for instance, 
Stumpy Lake, the place was 
contemptible last year. It was 
immaculate when all the 
volunteers went down there. 
Yesterday they went back there 
and they pulled out 10,000 
pounds of trash," said Dean. "We 
take one step forward and one 
step back." 

The biggest nightmare that 
Clean the Bay Day has seen 
might be the Campostella Bridge 
site in Norfolk. 

Last year, volunteers picked up 
1 1 tons from the site, down from 
21 tons the year before. 

"One of the most significant 
things about this year is we had

71 divers, which is just 
absolutely unbelievable," Dean 
noted. "It's just incredible." 

One of the biggest surprises 
came to volunteers at London 
Bridge Creek. 

While Boy Scouts were 
scouring the area they found a 
safe. Although the money was 
gone from inside it, there were 
still several checks left intact. It 
had been stolen from a fast food 
business in Greensboro, N.C. and 
dumped in the creek. 

"Another surprise came to 
volunteers at Pleasure House 
Lake, who had to call the 
Virginia Beach Police 
Department to come pick up a 
motorcycle sunk in the water. 

Volunteers suspected that the 
vehicle was stolen and later 
dumped in the water. 

Dean said that the effort has 
definitely had an impact on the 
waterways, but he often wonders 
why it needs to be done at all.

Gardens start on paper 



Pencil and paper are the best 
tools to start a garden. 

Plan the garden in writing 
before the soil is turned to make 
the most efficient use of the 
space, said Virginia Tech 
Extension home horticulturist, 
Diane Relf. 

Start by making a list of the 
vegetables to be grown in the 
garden. Be sure to consider the 
likes and dislikes of the family 
and how much of the produce is 
to be preserved and consumed 
fresh. 

Keep in mind the amount you 
want of a vegetable, too, she 
said, remembering that some 
vegetables such as zucchini grow 
abundantly. 



Group the crops accordmg to 
height of the plant to prevent one 
from shading another. Put the tall 
plants on the north side of the 
garden. 

Group the quick maturing cropg 
together so that when they are 
harvested, other vegetables can 
be planted in that space. 

Keep perennial crops such as 
asparagus and rhubarb in a 
special area so that the soil can 
be worked without disturbing that 
area. 

Practice crop rotation, she said. 
Rotate crops so that each area of 
the garden not only has a 
different crop than that of the 
previous year. 



Uninvited picnic guests 



If you see a large family of ants 
having a picnic on a bare spot in 
the lawn, don't blame the ants for 
the lack of grass. 

It is actually the reverse, says 
Jeffery Hahn, entomology 
educator with the University of 
Minnesota's Extension Service. 
He says ants tend to nest where 
the grass is sparse. 



You do not have to worry about 
the ants making the bare spot 
enlarged nor do you have to 
resort to chemicals unless you 
plan to have a people picnic on 
the spot 

If you can get grass to grow in 
the bald area, the ants will move 
their nest to another uninhabited 
area.

City council is turning to its 
condemnation powers to secure 
the last 15 of 242 beachfront 
properties where public 
easements are needed.

Condemnation 
will be used as a last resort only.

Lilley said that the city is 
looking at alt^native theories on 
ways to acquire the properties 
without condemnation. 

He said, however, that the city 
which has paid nothing for the 
227 easements which have been 
deeded over to the city by the 
property owners voluntarily, will 
continue its policy not to pay for 
any of the easements. 

Lilley said that he has talked to 



all of the IS landowners, but that 
this time they will know we are 
going to acquire the property one 
way or another. 

City council by a unanimous 
vote Tuesday provided the tool 
needed to finish the acquisition.

A third Hampton Roads 
crossing will cost between $1.2 
and $3 billion, will have tolls 
that could reach $6 by the time it 
is completed, and will not be a 
panacea for the traffic ills of the 
area. 

But consultants say that it can 
address the demand to cross 
between the Peninsula and 
Southside. 

Phil Shucet, a consultant with 
Baker Environmental presenting 
an update on the Hampton Roads 
Crossing Study at a city council 
work shop Tuesday, said that all 
options being considered provide 
room for multi-modal 
transportation, such as HOV 
lanes and light rail. 

He said including the capacity 
now is better than having to 
come back and providing multi- 
modal capacity later. 

He said that on July 2 
consultants will make their 
recommendations to HRPDC, 
and on July 16 one corridor will 
be recommended to the Metro- 
politan Planning District 
(MPOL). 

In answer to concerns of Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf and City 
Manager James K. Spore, Shucet 
said the third crossing will not 
overload the Oak Grove 



Connector of the Southeastern 
Parkway and Greenbelt. 

Three options are being 
considered: the 1-64 corridor, 
improving 1-664 on the Peninsula, 
and the CSX corridor. 

Both the 1-664 and CSX options 
have five sub-options each. The 
problem will the CSX options, 
said Shucet, is that they place a 
tremendous burden on the 
commuiiity. 

Approximately 900 families, of 
which 850 are on the Peninsula, 
would have to be relocated. 
S(Mne thought is being given to 
elevate the roadway to reduce 
relocating residents. This would 
add $350 million to the cost, 
which is the highest for the CSX 
alternatives. 

Toll financing is being 
considered on all three crossings 
to at least partly fund the 
project.l 

With tolls at one dollar, the 
potential shortfall will be 
between $57 and $150 Bijiyon a 
year depending on state and 
federal funding. 

With tolls at $2, the potential 
shortfall will be between $35 and 
$82 million a year depending on 
state and federal funding. The 
estimates are based on the 
middle range cost of $2.5 million. 
However, Matthias said that the 
toll can escalate to $6. 




Bond sales doing well

Councilman Linwood Branch 
said that Chesapeake has twice 



the debt per capita, but until the 
new ratings came into effect that 
city had the same rating as 
Virginia Beach — AA from 
Moody's and AA from Standard 
and Poors. 

With the new rating system 
Chesapeake is now rated AA 2 
by Moody's, a notch below 
Virginia Beach. Virginia Beach's 
rating is the highest in the six 
Hampton Roads cities. 

Virginia Beach's per capita 
indebtedness also compares well 
within the Hampton Roads 
communities at $1,266. 
Chesapeake's is the highest at 
$2,300 and Hampton's is the 
lowest at $982.

Land House taking

When you visit the Francis 
Land House on a hot, muggy 
summer day, it's easy to 
imagine how grueling life was 
for the early settles. 

Look out the well-tended 
herb and vegetable gardens and 
imagine the long hours they 
spent caring for plants and 
animals in the hot sun. 

Then walk into the 
delightfully air-conditioned 
house and look at the displays 
of linen threads, handmade 
from flax grown on the 
plantation and dyed with 
homemade dyes made from 
such common plants as wax 
myrtle, onions, marigolds and 
black walnuts. 

Volunteers still grow the 
vegetables and herbs and make 
linen threads from the flax 
using the same messy, tedious 
process that the early settlers 
did. 

Now, staff and volunteers 



hope to develop a history park 
to teach museum visitors about 
the outdoor chores ' that were 
such a major part of plantation 
life. 

The park, which will be 
located on three acres behind 
the museum, is a joint effort by 
the museum and the city's 
department of parks and 
recreation, according to 
museum education specialist 
Vicki Harvey. 

The park is part of a 
comprehensive outdoor plan 
developed by the city, which 
includes walking trails, canoe 
launches and other passive 
recreational sites throughout 
tJie city.

It's the end of a long, hot 
summer day and the beginning of 
what David Martin expects will 
be a vary fruitful growing season. 

He kicks back to watch the 
moon come up over Back Bay, 
sip some wine that he made 
himself on his Knotts Island farm 
and talk about his summer plans. 

"We just started picking 
peaches Friday," said Martin, 
whose family owns Martin 
Orchard and Vineyard, a pick- 
your-own opoation located just 
south of the state line on Knotts 
Island. ' 

Thanks to a mild winter, the 
crop's locriring good, he said. He 
expects that peaches will be 
more plentiful diis year than last 
although conditions are very dry 
right now. 



Local growers expect fruitful 
season at Knotts Island, Back Bay 



"It looks like a good su{q)ly of 
peaches this year, we're loaded 
right now, and there's been no 
frost damage or winter injuries 
this year," he said. 

"But it's a dry year, we're 
irrigating right now, and the 
orchards are like an oasis in the 
middle of a desert. A couple of 
feet over from where we're 
irrigating it's desert because we 
have such sandy soil here." 

Peach season, Martin added, 
"goes (»i for 11 w^ks' and the 
fhiit will be celebrated at the 
Knotts Island Peach Festival July 
26-27. 

Right now "we're picking the 
clingstone peaches" and 



freestone peaches will be 
available later this summer. 

For the uninitiated, he added, 
"a freestone peach is the type 
that you can take the pit and pop 
it out" while the fruit has to be 
cut away from the clingstones. 

Seedless grapes will also come 
into season in late July and apple 
season begins in August and 
extends through the fall. 

"We'll have pumpkins and 
scuppemong grapes." Msnin 
said, "which will extend the 
season until frost. We also have 
the last tomatoes of the season 
because of our climate down 
here. It doesn't freeze quite as 
early here." 



The island climate, which 
consists of late falls, mild winters 
and drying ocean breezes that 
reduce summertime humidity 
also help produce the wines that 
have become a featured product 
at Martin Vineyards. 

Martin sells 10 varieties of 
wines which he makes from the 
grapes, peaches and apples that 
he grows on the farm. His fruits 
range from the native 
scui^mong and u-aditional 
apples and peaches to more 
exotic French grapes. 

He learned to make wines frran 
a friend who moved here from 
California, he said, but the real 
trick to it is growing the fruit. 

'Making the wine is easy," 
Martin said. "You read books and 
talk to other wine makers to find

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HEAT RELIEF 

Slow down, cool down 

"We're haying a heat wave" may be a cool 
tune to sing, but as Hampton Roads settles 
into the dog days of summer the two h's — 
heat and humidity — are nothing to take 
lightly. 

Residents, especially the elderly and the 
very young, should take precautions against 
summer's sizzle. The American Red Cross 
Metropolitan Chapters of Southeastern 
Virginia provide several tips on how to cope: 

■ Slow down. Avoid strenuous activity. If you 
must do strenuous activity, do it between the 
coolest hours of the day (between 4 and 7 
a.m.). 

■ Stay indoors as much as possible. If air 
conditioning is not available, stay on the 
lowest floor out of the sun. Remember that 
circular fans do not cool, they simply 
circulate the air. 

■ Wear lightweight, light-colored clothing. 
Light colors reflect some of the sun's rays. 

■ Water is the safest liquid to drink during 
heat emergencies. Avoid drinking alcohol or 
caffeine. They may quench the thirst for a 
brief time, but they actually make the heat's 
effects on your body worse. 

To protect yourself from the sun's harmful 
rays, it is also necessary to understand 
exactly what heat-related terms mean. 
Familiarize yourself and you'll be better 
armed: 

■ Heat wave — More than 48 hours of high 
heat (90 degrees or higher) and high humidity 
(80 percent relative humidity) are expected. 

■ Heat index — A number in degrees 
Fahrenheit that tells how hot it feels with the 
heat and humidity. Exposure to full sunshine 
can increase the heat index by 15 degrees. 

■ Heat cramps — Muscular pains and 
spasms due to heavy exertion. They usually 
involve the abdominal muscles or legs. It is 
generally thought that the loss of water and 
salt from heavy sweating causes the cramps. 

■ Heat exhaustion — Typically occurs when 
people exercise heavily or work in a warm, 
humid place where fluids are lost through 
sweating. This in turn causes blood flow to 
decrease in the vital organs, resulting in a 
form of shock. 

With heat exhaustion, sweat does not 
evaporate as it should because of high 
humidity or too many layers of clothing. Thus, 
the body does not cool properly. Warning 
signals include cool, moist, pale or flushed 
skin, heavy sweating, headache, nausea or 
vomiting, dizziness and exhaustion. Body 
temperature will be near normal. 

■ Heat stroke — Also known as sunstroke, 
heat stroke is life-threatening. The victis's 
temperature control system, which produces 
sweat to cool the body, stops working, the 
body temperature can also rise so high that 
brain damage and death may result if the 
body is not cooled quickly. 

Warnings include hot, red and dry skin, 
changes in consciousness, a rapid and weak 
pulse, and rapid, shallow breathing. Body 
temperature can be high — sometimes as 
much as 105 degrees. 

Finally, if a heat-related emergency is 
threatening the health of someone, be 
prepared to deal with the dilemma. A few 
general care tips can help you make a 
difference until medical attention is available: 

■ Heat cramps/heat exhaustion — Get the 
person to a cooler place and give him rest in a 
comfortable position. Give a half glass of 
water every 15 minutes. Do not allow the 
victim to drink too quickly. Do not give fluids 
with alcohol or caffeine in them, as they make 
matters worse. Remove or loosen clothing and 
apply cool, wet cloths such as towels or 
sheets. 

■ Heat stroke — Because heat stroke is life 
threatening, immediate medical attention is 
needed. Call 911 or your local EMS number. 
Move the person to a cooler place. Quickly 
cool the body by wrapping wet sheets around 
the victim and fanning him. If you have ice 
packs or cold packs, place them on each of 
the victim's wrists and ankles, in the armpits 
and on the neck to cool the large blood 
vessels. Do not use rubbing alcohol on the 
victim because it closes the skin's pores and 
prevents heat loss. Watch for signals of 
breathing problems and make sure the 
airway is clear. Keep the person lying down.

Independence Day not always OK

Generally — and perhaps with 
some justification — Independence 
Day calls for a bit of a celebration. 
After all, we associate the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence with 
July 4, 
1776 — 
our 
nation's 
birthday. 

There 
have been 
times, 
however, 
in our 
nation's 
history that 
there has 
not been 
much cause 
to rejoice 
on Inde- 
pendence 

Day. 

A recent 
trip to Get- 
tysburg brought this to mind. 

July 4 of 1863 had to be the most 
joyless of all Independence Days. 
The fiercest battle that has ever taken 
place on the continent was settled, 
but in the town of Gettysburg, there 
was nothing to cheer. 

FetteraltroopscommandMlbyGen. 
George Meade clashed with the Con- 
federate forces of General Robert E. 
Lee over a three day period at 
Gettysburg. The conflict was as 
bloody as it was decisive. 

When this fierce struggle wasover, 
the 93,000 of Meale's Army of the 
PotomacnumbcrcdMiIy 70,000. Over 
23,000 Union soldiers were killed, 
wounded or captured. 

Lee's Army of Northern Virginia 

numbered 70,000 combatants and 

suffered 27,000 killal, wamded or 

captured. 

Some regimental units suffered 



astonishing casualties. 

Arriving in Gettysburg nearly 800 
su-ong, the 26th North Carolina In- 
fantry Regiment's losses were re- 
ported as 588 men killed or wounded 
with an additional 120 soldiers miss- 
ing. 

An entire North Carolina company, 
84 men, was destroyed to a man — 
either slain or injured. 

On July 2 aid 3. the 1st Minnesota 
Infantry Regiment lost 232 of 330 
men during critical stages of the Battle 
of Gettysburg. 

On July 3, the 1 1,000 Confederate 
troops who assaulted the Union posi- 
tion on Cemetery Ridge sufferal as- 
tonishing casualties; only one man in 
three returned. 

The Union was justified in claim- 
ing a victory, yet because of the jolt- 
ing losses, there was little to warrant 
celebration. 

As for the Confederacy, the dream 
of winning independence on the 
battlefield was shattered by the stag- 
geri ng loss of manpower which could 
never be replaced. Now, it was just a 
matter of time for the Ccmfederacy. 

A total of 50,000 American sol- 
diers killed, captured or wounded 
certainly wasn't cause for jubilation 
for anyone. 

The citizens of Gettysburg could 
belter be described as relieved than 
overjoyed. The Battle of Gettysburg 
was over and the town, more or less, 
had been spared. 

Nonetheless, the populace was in 
shock and the countryside was rav- 
ished. Homes had become hospitals 
and farmyards had become grave- 
yards. Irwredibly, there was only one 
civilian casualty. 

There was nothing festive about 
the site of this tragic conflict. Tragic 
and grisly would be appropriate. Al- 
though some of the de^ had been 
buried in shallow graves, ccnpses of 



many of the Union and Confederate 
dead were still scattered over the fields 
of batde on July 4. 

It had been hot and humid during 
the first few days of July. On July 4, 
it rained. The downpour washed the 
earth from the shallow graves and 
exposed parts of the once buried bod- 
ies. 

Because of the gruesome reality at 
Gettysburg on July 4, 1 863, there is a 
good deal to commemorate today. 

Two important issues that divided 
the nation in 1863 have been re- 
solved — ^slavery and secession. We're 
a few steps closer to the legalism 
evoked in the timeless phrase "all 
men are created equal." 

And the question of the divisibility 
of the union has been resolved. We 
are again — at least ostensibly — 
"one nation un(ter God with liberty 
and justice for all." 

llie will of Abraham Lincoln to 
preserve the nation above all other 
considerations taught us a litUe about 
devotion to duly. And Lincoln's im- 
mortal Gettysburg Address was a two- 
minute treatise on humility and sacri- 
fice. Sometimes it simply lakes time 
to reaUze what we have to cherish. 

Perhaps, we (ton't appear to have 
much to celebrate on July 4, 1997,. 
and maybe the outlook isn't brilUanl. 
But when we compare the political 
cUntate in America today to the one 
that existed in Gettysburg on July 4, 
1863, it puts things into a wider his- 
torical {^norama. 

Since the Independence Day of 
"four score md seven years ago," 
we've matte some i«^ressasape(^le 
and a nation. 

For at least <Mie day, lei's enjoy our 
inalienable rights to "life, libmy, and 
the pursuit of happiness" as set forth 
by Mr. Jefferson in the Declaration of 
In(^)endence.

Michael Whitehead can finally breathe a 
sigh of relief. 

No more teachers, no more books, no 
more walkic talkies to tote. Well, at least 
for a while. 

It's summertime for Virginia Beach's 
Secondary Level Teacher Assistant of the 
Year — and Whitehead is determined to 
make the most of his vacation. 

Recently completing his second year at 
Princess Anne Middle School, where he's 
charged with security duty. Whitehead 
traveled a long road to get back into the 
classroom. 

Graduating firom Warwick High School in 
1977, he thought engineering school was his 
next step. Admitting "I didn't pay attention 
to my books," Whitehead moved to 
Colorado to live with an uncle, who was 
head custodian at an elementary school. 
Within two weeks. Whitehead had a similar 
position at North Denver High School. 

"It was a huge school," he reflected, 
"probably 2,700 or 2,800 kids at the time. 
My job was to get there at 5:30 in the 
morning and make sure everything was 
turned on, doors were unlocked, fliat kind of 
thing. I was 19 years old and had 57 keys. I 
counted them! I don't know how often I got 
stopped and asked for my hall pass." 

Whitehead moved back to Hampton 
Roads and graduated from Newport New 
Shipbuilding's apprentice school in 1986. 
He then enrolled at Christopher Newpon 
University, where he took a course or two at 
the time. 

"It seemed to take forever. I'd take a 
course, but then something — a job — 
would come up and I would have to dn^ 
it," he lamented. 

On the road as a campaign coordinator for 
Congressman Norman Sisisky's in 1992, 
Whitehead then worked for the Bill Dolan 
attorney general campaign in 1993. After 
those sidetracks, he graduated from 
Christopher Newport in 1994 with a degree 
in economics. 

He began working for Issues and Answers, 
a research organization, and worked as a 
Virginia Beach substitute school teacher. 
That led to the teacher assistant position 
two years ago. Whitehead would like to 
return to school and earn a teaching 
certification. 

With running security. Whitehead's major 
concern is safety. Lunchtime. with six shifts 
>; starting at 10:30 a.m. and running through 
1:30 p.m., is the big challenge. 

"There can be as many as 250 to 300 kids 
in the cafeteria at one time, so it's quite a 

piece of management getting everyone in 

line," he explained. 
The walkie talkie is his most valuable 

tool. "You can head off a lot of trouble just 

by being more visible." 
Still, Whitehead maintained, "Virginia 

Beach kids are pretty well-mannered." 
A resident of Timberlake, his top wishes 

are fewer students per classroom and more 

funding for education and recreation. 
"It's like they say if you invest $1 in 

immunizations, you'll save $10 in health 

care costs down the line. It's the same with 

education," he said. "Kids just need to 

know someone cares."

sufficient public property 
interests in the beach of 
Sandbridge. 

Lilley said that 3»000 attorney 
hours in his office have been 
expended so far, not counting 
public hearings, on the lease 
acquisition. But he believes the 
city has been very successful in 
acquiring the loses so far and is 
close to agreement on a number 
of the remaining 15 properties. 

The reasons for the reluctance 
of the 15 owners are varied and 
the owners are split between out- 
of-towners and locals, he said. 

Only one, David C. Combesl, 
said he was not in favor of 
replenishment. 

The others are: 

■ Joanne S. Wyman, who will 
sign but has a bulkhead (although 
hers is one of the good 
bulkheads) problem. Lilley 
emphasized that the bulkheads 
are a separate problem.

He said that among the 
alternative theories being 
investigated is the possibility that 
some of the hold-outs do not 
actually own the property in 
question. 

The ordinance states that in the 
absence of the project, 
Sandbridge beach will continue 
to suffer erosion as a result of 
direct wave attack and 
residential structures and city 



infrastructure will suffer damage 
or be destroyed. 

Also, the project will provide a 
significantly wider sandy beach 
along the oceanfront properties, 
protect the oceanfront structures 
and city infrastructure and 
maintain a recreational amenity. 

Although the city has a policy 
of not paying for the easements, 
the city manager is authorized to 
make an offer that is reasonable 
and practical "to the extent funds 
are available." 

The source of the funds will be 



the funds accumulated in the 
Sandbridge Special Service 
District special Revenue Fund 
which will reduce the funds 
available for beach nourishment. 

The city attorney also is not 
limited in his authority to assert 
or establish any right, title or 
interest the city or public may 
possess to any property needed to 
undertake the project by court 
action or otherwise, short of the 
power of eminent domain in 
condemnation.

people could enjoy the natural 
areas." 

The perk for the museum, she 
added, is that it will give the 
staff and volunteers a format to 
teach visitors about 18th- 
century outdoor life. 

"You can't talk about outdoor 
life if you don't talk about the 
grounds," she said. 

Docents will provide a 
guided tour of the area which, 
during the colonial era, was 
riverfront property. Volunteers 
will be on hand to demonstrate 
the planting, harvesting, dyeing 
and other chores that were 
petfomied. 

"The trail will go through a 
wooded area behind the 
house," said Johnnie Miller, a 
member and past president of 
the Friends of the Francis Land 
House, who expects that 
volunteers will show visitors 
what chores the settlers might 
have performed during each 
particular season. 

"Right now, they would have 
been mostly taking care of the 
garden. Later they would be 
harvesting the flax and doing 
the dyeing." 

Museum staff already 
schedule a variety of outdoor 
activities, and they plan 
programs each Wednesday 
throughout July and August 
from 2-4 p.m. Visitors can try 
their hand at hoop rolling and 
other 18th century games on 
July 2, and on July 9 they'll 
learn about the craft of 



processing flax into linen. 

The park. Miller said, will 
provide expanded opportunities 
for such events and it will give 
visitors a chance to stroll 
through the grounds daily. The 
trail will include interpretative 
signs and it will be linked to 
the house by a walkway 
bordered with memorial bricks 
that volunteers are selling as a 
fund-raising project. 

The bricks, some of which 
are "dedicated to various 
individuals" are being sold for 
$50 each. Miller said. 

The Friends of the Francis 
Land House have sold more 
than 100 since they first went 
on sale in April, and they hope 
to sell at least 500. 

"The Friends wanted to have 
a fund-raising project to 
purchase furniture," said 
Miller, who now serves as 
brick project chairman, "and 
they wanted something that 
would be ongoing. We thought 
commemorative bricks would 
be the way to do it but we 
weren't sure how the bricks 
would be used." 

Volunteers and staff hope to 
break ground for the history 
park this fall and, in the 
meantime. Miller said, she 
hopes that archaeological digs 
will tell them more about 
outdoor life in the colonial era.

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Lifeguards 'dive in' to annual sl^ills challenge

On your mark, get set, go! 

Off the lifeguards went at 
Sunday's^ Fifth Annual Lifeguard 
Challenge sponsored by Virginia 
Beach Parks and Recreation in 
partnership with Aquawear and 
BOC Gases. 

Each of the 10 teams across 
Tidewater competed to showcase 
their skills in swimming, rescue 
techniques and CPR, and to win 
prizes ranging from greens fees, 
to towels to aquawear gift 
certificates to cash prizes. 

Each team consisted of three 
lifeguard certified representatives 
from agencies and aquatic 
facilities throughout Tidewater. 
At least one member of each 
team had to be of the opposite 
sex. 

The evening's competition, 
held at Great Neck Recreation 
Center, consisted of five events: 
a three guard brick tow relay in 
which each lifeguard had to 
sprint 25 meters and retrieve a 
10-pound brick (which equals the 
approximate body weight of a 
submerged victim); CPR 
evaluation; backboarding 
(helping a submerged victim with 
a spinal injury); and, a 150-meter 
swim in which each lifeguard had 
to swim 50 meters. 

Liz Lowery, recreation 
specialist with the Princess Anne 
Recreation Center and 
coordinator of the Lifeguard 
Challenge, explained the event 
was a way for lifeguard's to 
showcase their skills and a way 
to inform the public. 

"Our hope is people will be 
interested in what is required of a 
lifeguard." 

The Lifeguard Challenge has 
changed since it first began five 
years ago. 

Dave McCorkle, recreation 
specialist at the Kempsville 
Recreation Center, mentioned 
the Red Cross as the reason. 



Over the past several years, the 
Red Cross has updated 
techniques and made revisions in 
lifeguard training. 

For instance, the rescue tube, a 
flotation device, has gained 
prominence in rescue scenarios. 

The device is equipped with a 
line which can be extended to 
the victim. This device is not 
only important to the victim, it is 
also important to the lifeguard. 
Without such a device, the 
victim is prone to cling to the 
lifeguard, thus jeopardizing the 
lifeguard's safety, McCorkle said. 

"One thing about the water. It's 
not forgiving. You could be fine 
one minute and at the bottom of 
the pool the next, " he said.

Even though much of the 
training seems irrelevant or 
boring, lifeguard training is 
invaluable said McCorkle. "They 
(the lifeguards) have to keep 
on,"he said. 

Teri Dalone, aquatics 
coordinator for Virginia Beach 
Parks and Recreation, oversees 
six of the aquatic centers in the 
city and makes sure her staff of 
eighteen full-time and 100 plus 
part-time lifeguards and 
instructors know their 
lifeguarding skills. 

Like other aquatics facilities, 
Dalone provides her staff with 
monthly in-service water training. 
She also requires her staff to 
swim four miles per month to 
stay in shape. 

Dalone said she liked the idea 
of having three people to a 
lifeguarding team for the event. 

"We work like a team concept. 
Every g\mA backs each other 



up," she said. 

Having several people to a 
team is helpful when rescuing a 
victim from the water. The 
primary rescuer makes the 
contact with the victim, while 
the secondary rescuer helps pull 
the victim to safety. Having 
another person is also very 
helpful in CPR. Each guard can 
switch off so neither lifeguard 
becomes exhausted while saving 
a victim's life, she said. 

Lifeguards aire trained 
according to the National 
Lifeguard Standard as set down 
by the American Red Cross. 
Students undergo 34 hours of 
classroom and in water training, 
nine of which are in CPR. 

Lifeguard certification is valid 
for three years and CPR 
certification is valid for one year. 

Usually once a year, lifeguards 
can participate in a "challenge 
out" — a refresher test in CPR 
and lifeguarding skills aimed at 
keeping guards well trained. 
Those who pass do not have to 
retake the lifeguard certification 
test. 

How applicable are these skills 
to real life situations? Just ask 
Alison Kline. 

Kline works with some six 
other guards at Seatack 
Community Recreation Center 
off South Birdneck. She has been 
lifeguarding for two years and 
just recently made a rescue. A 
real life deep water rescue. A 
victim was in the deep end and 
could not swim. 

"It was thrilling. You don't 
even think about it. You just do 
it," said Kline. 

Although Kline admitted to 
some nervousness at the 
evening's event, she stays cool 
when it's the real thing. "I don't 
get nervous at all when I rescue 
people," she stated. 

Kline's parents, Chuck and 
Mary Kline, were proud 
supporters of their daughter's

valiant efforts. 

Kline along with Seatack 
Sealion teammates Matthew 
McKinney and Jennifer Ammann 
placed ninth in the competition. 

Also participation was Wilhelm

the past five years. Solheim is 
also getting his teaching 
certificate in History from NSU.

out how to do it. The hardest part 
is finding good fruit." 

There are basically two types 
of people in the wine making 
industry, he added, including 
those who grow the fruit and 
those who make the wine. Only a 
few do both. 

"But we do it all right here," he 
said. "I've been growing the 
European grapes for the wines 
since the 1980s and the other 
grapes since the 1970s." 

Growing grapes, Martin added, 
is a time-consuming process that 
requires the grower "to manicure 
the vineyards by hand" several 
times a year. "You've got to love 
it," he added, because the entire 
process of growing fruit is a 
seven-day a week, dawn-to-dusk 
process that involves the entire 
family. 

"It's a family farm," Martin 
said. "We're producing a 
traditional product that's been 
done for centuries, and we do all 
of the work in the whole (wine 

making) industry right here." 

Martin is a second-generation 
Knotts Island farmer, and he says 
that he's loved the work since he 
was a small child. "I grew up on 
the farm," he said. "My family 
farmed strawberries and sweet 
com on Salem Road before it got 
too developed up there. Then, we 
moved down here." 

Martin's parents. Bill and Mary 
Martin, owned one of the first 
pick-your-own strawberry farms in 
Virginia Beach, which they 
opened in the late 1940s. They 
moved south to Knotts Island in 
the 1970s and began growing 
peaches, then expanded into the 
other fruits and the wines. 

Wrestling, like farming, is also 
a family business in the Martin 
household. Bill is a retired 
Granby High School Wrestling 
Coach, and he still conducts 
wrestling camps at Hampden- 
Sydney College each summer. 

David, a former high school 
wrestler, also teaches wrestling 
"a couple of days a week" during 
the winter, when he's not as busy 
on the farm. 

Right now, though, Martin's 
busy in the orchard during 
daylight hours, and the irrigation 
sometimes keeps him outside 
until late at nighL 

The fields are open for peach 
pickers daily, and tasting hours 
for the wines are 12-6 pjn. 
Saturdays and Sundays and 
weekdays by appointment until 
Dec. 20. The Martins also 
conduct tours for schoolchildren 
or other groups.
